A hundred years later the same. 


general principle was used to acti- 
vate keys on a player piano, and 
for a while there was little peace. 
All could play, far beyond their pre- 
vious abilities. 

But when Joseph Marie Jacquard 
cut holes in a cardboard at the turn 
of the 19th century and attached the 
cards to a loom, he created just as 
much, and in the weaving trade even 
more of a sensation. For then every- 
one could weave beautiful, complex 
designs in many colors, rather than 
in only two. 

Whereas. before, looms turned out 
simple geometric patterns, the Jac- 
quard attachment opened a new era. 
Large and complex figures became 
possible on the handlooms of the pe- 
riod. And a weaver could express 
himself as a poet in beautiful, ro- 
mantic, religious, or even sometimes 
quite meaningless arrangements. 

At first the weavers of Jacquard’s 
home town, Lyons, France, drove him 
to exile because they foresaw great 
unemployment. But as the attach- 
ment came more and more into use, 
as larger and more intricate compo- 
sitions attracted more customers, this 
opposition ceased. 

Finally in 1806, Jacquard was 
brought back from London. He was

paid an annuity, and his invention 
was made public property. 

It was a quarter century later, 
however, that the Jacquard “loom,” 
transplanted to the United States 
and used on hand-powered machines, 
reached its zenith in developing an 
American folkcraft. In the last few 
years this folkcraft has had revived 
interest in the collecting field. 

This is the renewed search for 
Pennsylvania Dutch coverlets dated 
between 1831 and 1850. Almost as 
desirable are those woven by power 
looms in factories during the Cen- 
tennial years, from about 1875 to 
1879. After that the coverlet trade 
seems to have come to an end. 


Ten years ago a good Pennsylva- 
nia Dutch hand-woven coverlet, with 
three or four colors, could be bought 
at farm auctions in the area for $10 
to $12. Today a well-worn, moth- 
attended half of such a coverlet may 
bring as much as $35 to $50. 

Even a quarter section, which can 
be used to cover a chair or stool, 
can cause spirited bidding, if there 
is a corner with date, and name of 
manufacturer included.

South. That is, if the advertising 
states one or two coverlets will be 
available at the. sale. 

In the last season in the Reading- 
Lancaster section only three cover- 
lets appeared at such public farm 
auctions. To show the variety of in- 
terest, one sold for only $30, the 
other, better in design and condition, 
sold for almost $100. 

It is not unusual for estates to re- 
fuse to sell them. Cases are known 
where the middle seam was parted 
and the two halves went to principal 
heirs. 

What are these coverlets and how 
many of them still exist? 

To answer the last question first: 
One authority, Guy Reinert of Boy- 
ertown, Pa., has devoted a lifetime 
to photographing, classifying and 
interpreting the symbolism of the 
coverlets both here and in Europe. 
He estimates he has personally in- 
spected 2,000. 

He judges that 3,000 more prob- 
ably could be found. Others believe 
double that number may be still 
around, including those factory- 
made during the Centennial period. 

But the source is drying up as 
museums and historical exhibits from 
coast to coast acquire these cover- 
lets as rare examples of an early 
American folk art. And collectors 
are getting an even larger share, 
few of which will be released dur- 
ing the lifetime of the buyers. 

Weaving, of course, was a trade 
brought to the Pennsylvania Dutch 
area as early as 1680. George and 
Squire Boone, the grandfather and 
father of Daniel Boone, were weav- 
ers. 

They had looms at the ‘Boone 
Homestead (see HOBBIES, April, 
1959). There is nothing to show they 
made coverlets, however, and the 
Jacquard loom attachment came long 
after they left Pennsylvania for Car- 
olina. 

But even at that time, Colonial 
women were picking flax, carding 
linen, shearing wool, and taking it 
to weavers for dyeing and fabricat- 
ing. It may have been the French 
Huguenots among these, from whom 
they got the name for bed covers, 
cover lits. The Pennsylvania Dutch 
soon converted this to coverlets. 


Before the development of the Jac- 
quard loom, most woven bed covers 
consisted of plain squares with small 
designs. About 1831, however, with 
the introduction of the new attach- 
ment, Pennsylvania Dutch weavers 
found a chance to apply the symbols 
which their forefathers had brought 
from the Palatinate, from Switzer- 
land, and from Holland. 


Previously these had decorated 
their well-stocked barns, been paint- 
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ed on their daughters’ dowry chests, 
stitched on samplers and_ towels, 
cast into iron stove plates, carved on 
butter molds, and inscribed in blue 
on grey-coated pottery. 

Now women brought the harvest 
of their fields and sheep to the weav- 
ers, demanding the same symbols. 
Many wanted the religious motif— 
the rose of sharon, lily of the val- 
ley, the turtle dove, tulips. 

Others wanted various animals, 
the sun, stars, urns, the tree of 
life, hearts, clusters of grapes, pome- 
granates roosters, peacocks, and the 
bird which looks backward, known to 
them as the distlefink. Not all mo- 
tifs had meaning. Some designs were 
“just for nice.” 

For their daughters’ dowry chests, 
they wanted corners or border of 
the coverlets to show the name of 
the girl, and the date the coverlet 
was made. The manufacturer, proud 
of his labor, added his own name. 
Sometimes he made up coverlets in 
advance, adding at time of purchase 
the girl’s name and date—at a charge 
of 25 cents extra. 

Another 25 cents was charged for 
placing fringe on three sides of the 
coverlet. The edge tucked under the 
bedding got no fringe. Thrifty were 
these people. 

The coverlet itself cost about $2, 
a century and more ago. Existing 
records show labor then was paid 
25 to 37% cents a day. 

The name and date usually was 
woven only in two corners, and the 
coverlet itself was made by weaving 
two halves and stitching them to- 
gether up the middle. Thus the name 
was reversed once on each side. 

Such economy of operation was 
necessary because rooms in houses 
then were too small to accommodate 
larger looms. Only the rare manu- 
facturer could make a coverlet in 
one piece. a 

Lack of space on the coverlet it- 
self, also brought on some odd spell- 
ings and breaking of words. With 
the size of the “name and date cor- 
ner” limited it was not unusual for 
the maker to resort to such strange 
legends for locations as:

Frequently, it would seem, spell- 
ing was more a matter of how a 
word or name sounded to the weaver 
than how it actually was spelled by 
the young woman. 

Of the 200 known hand-loom weav- 
ers of a century and more ago, Ja- 
cob Linderman of Union township, 
near Reading, is one of, the very 
few recorded as having made cover- 
lets in the large, one-piece size. 

This permitted the name and date 
in four corners. Two such examples 
of his work are known, both measur- 
ing 96x96 inches. His product was 
at its heighth about 1836-50. 

The earliest coverlet on the Jac- 
quard loom was by Lewis Hull, New 
Holland, Lancaster county. It is 
dated 1881. 

Some men trained their sons who 
carried on the work in various plac- 
es for the next generation. The 
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large image of Memorial Hall, Philadelphia, flying eagles, and the Centennial dates.

Hausman family of Lobachsville, 
Berks county, consisted of father and 
five sons. All of their names appear 
on coverlets. Jacob, Jr., set up his 
loom in Friedensburg; Benjamin in 
Allentown; Ephraim and Solomon in 
Trexlertown, and Tilghman in Lo- 
bachsville. 

Only one woman, Lydia Schlabach 
of Vera Cruz, Lancaster county, is 
listed as a professional coverlet weav- 
er. Born in 1801, she died in 1864. 
She was the mother of nine children. 

Diligent search over many years 
in the southeast Pennsylvania area 
has failed to uncover a single draw 
or Jacquard loom for making cover- 
lets. Nor has a single pattern card 
been found. 

On the other hand, looms for weav- 
ing linens, and the earlier geometric 
patterned coverlets, are preserved in 
several museums and historical so- 
ciety exhibits. 

Beginning about 1860, power looms 
began to appear and for a time cov- 
erlets were turned out in woolen mills 
and factories. These were not as 
heavy as the hand woven coverlets. 
Also they were confined to two col- 
ors, usually red or blue on white. 

The high point of this manufac- 
ture came with the Philadelphia Cen- 
tennial. Then the designs became pa- 
triotic, showing flying eagles, Wash- 
ington on horseback, liberty mottoes, 
Independence Hall, the Capitol, and 
the Centennial dates, 1776-1876. 

Even before the day of the rail- 
road, the Pennsylvania Dutch woven 
coverlets went West. They rode the 
Conestoga covered wagon, also de- 
veloped in the same area. They 
crossed the Alleghenies and _ the 


Plains beyond. 

They kept warm some of the ear- 
liest immigrants over the Great Di- 
vide and the high Sierras. Today, 
they can be seen in exhibits in the 
leading museums and private folklore 
collections all over America. 

Pennsylvania still retains some of 
the best collections, however, includ- 
ing those in the hands of private in- 
dividuals. For an unexplained rea- 
son most of the best private collec- 
tions are owned by men. 

Publically the best are on exhibit 
at the Philadelphia Museum of Art; 
The Landis Valley Museum, Lan- 
caster; the Berks Historical Society, 
and at the Reading Public Museum, 
Reading; the Carroll County Histor- 
ical Society, Maryland; and _ the 
Pennsylvania State Museum, Harris- 
burg, Pa. 

Clusters of as many as 15 to 20, 
all privately owned, are on exhibit 
at the annual Pennsylvania Dutch 
Days at Hershey, Pa., a civic affair 
where the public is admitted free.

Tributes to Bjoerling and Bori 


By AIDA FAVIA-ARTSAY 


Though marble and bronze per- 
petuate the semblance of a departed 
artist, records are even truer mon- 
uments to his voice. For while a 
sculptor may not always “see” the 
physical image before him and the 
inner self it reflects, the recording 
machine is made to reproduce every- 
thing it “hears,” even the human 
element that makes the voice tick. 

That’s why it’s so ridiculous to 
claim that he or she “must be seen 
in order to be appreciated.” Boloney 
— if what it takes doesn’t come 
through in a record, it just isn’t 
there, period! 

It seems but yesterday that a 
startling voice came to enliven a 
rather tired tenors’ team. I remem- 
ber how, in the late 30’s, Jussi 
Bjoerling’s, fresh from the presses, 
Che gelida manina almost floored 
me when I first heard it at a friend’s 
house. What fell upon my ears was 
an unexpected torrent of young,

as the Duke in “Rigoletto.” 


beautiful, brilliant vocalization, sur- 
prisingly free and effortless. 

Apparently RCA Victor quickly 
sought Bjoerling’s services on the 
strength of his successes with the 
Chicago Opera, after he had come 
to America in 1937 and first stirred 
its lyric scene with his recitals and 
radio broadcasts. 

All this ado over a new talent 
naturally made the Metropolitan take 
notice, resulting in Bjoerling’s debut 
there on November 24, 1938, as Ro- 
dolfo in “La Boheme.” 

He remained with the “Met” until 
1941, returned for a prolonged stay 
from 1945 to 1954, then again from 
1955 to 1957, and finally in 1959-60, 
for what was fated to be his last 
season. 

A visit to the United States—and 
professional, too—had occurred long 
before, when he was just a child. 
In 1919, at the age of 8, he arrived 
here as a member of the Bjoerling 
Quartet, the others being his father 
David Bjoerling, a professional sing- 
er, and his brothers Gosta and Olle. 
This American tour lasted two years, 
and the Quartet’s success even war- 
ranted its making some records for 
Columbia. 

Born in Stora Tuna, February 2, 
1911, little Jussi was put to the 
grind in the Quartet as a mere tot 
of five. Soon his mother died. 

David Bjoerling decided to leave 
Sweden. But, after several years of 
concertizing, he too passed away, 
leaving the boys on their own. 

Somehow Jussi pulled through un- 
til 1927, when he entered the Royal 
Opera School in Stockholm. Working 
hard under the strict ear of John 
Forsell, one of the great baritones 
of the previous generation then serv- 
ing as general manager of the Royal 
Opera, Jussi was ready for his debut 
there on August 20, 1930, as Don 
Ottavio in “Don Giovanni.” 

In his travels, Jussi Bjoerling ap- 


peared with success throughout 
Seandinavia as well as in Prague, 
London, Paris, Salzburg, Dresden, 


Milan, and other important centers 
of the musical world. Aside from 
his popularity on records, he was 
also a familiar figure on the concert 
stage, radio, and TV. 

With stunning suddeness, on Sep- 
tember 9, 1960, at the early age of 
49, a heart attack snuffed out the 
life of one of the foremost operatic 
artists of our time.

I. After Many Years 


Ever since my name first appeared 
in HOBBIES, I have been wanting 
to tell the life stories of two un- 
questionably pioneer recording ar- 
tists — Joseph Natus and William 
F. Denny. 

I always think of these two long- 
dead singers together, for there were 
many resemblances in both their 
careers and their looks. Both appear 
to have been born in 1860, so if 
they were still living they would be 
100 or 101 years of age. Both had 
dark hair parted in the middle, but 
Denny’s was the thicker. Both 
wore bow ties. 

Both were tenors and both were 
around 40 before they became well 
known record makers. The record- 
ing careers of both ended before 
double-faced records became com- 
mon. Natus’ name never appeared 
on a double-faced disc, and Denny’s 
was on just one. Neither made a four- 
minute cylinder or was listed in a 
cylinder record catalog after 1912. 

There was an element of pathos 
in the deaths of both at relatively 
early ages, and neither seems to have 
left many near relations. Natus 
was survived by a brother and Denny 
by his wife. ‘ 

Neither was much of a “team 
work” man. Natus made duets with 
only one other artist, and Denny was 
always a “lone wolf.” But both 
were featured in a series of Edison 
“Vaudeville Specialties.” Denny’s 
was No. 5 and Natus’ No. 6. 

There were differences between the 
two. Natus was of German descent, 
and Denny presumably was Irish. 
Except in his duets, Natus was al- 
most entirely a ballad singer, while 
Denny did little except comedy work. 


Natus had a clear, robust tenor,. 


Denny’s was the high and rather 
thin typically Irish comic type. But 
the thing that joins the pair most 
closely today is the relative obscur- 
ity of their lives. 

As I said, I have wanted to write 
about Natus and Denny for many 
years, but it seemed I should never 
be able to piece together sufficient 
information. Finally, I ordered photo- 
static copies of the scanty material 
concerning them in the New York 
Public Library’s archives. From 
this I learned Natus died in 1917 in

Rome, N.Y. I already knew Denny 
had died in 1908 in Seattle, Wash. 

I then obtained copies of the death 
certificates of both, and along with 
getting Natus’ came a pleasant in- 
cident. I received a handwritten 
note from the Rome registrar of 
vital statistics, Mrs. Emily M. Bou- 
stedt, which said: 

“Enclosed is the death certificate, as 
you requested. . . I do hope this will 
help you in your writing for HOBBIES 
Magazine. If you could send me a copy 
of the magazine with the article I cer- 
tainly would enjoy it.” 

During the years I have been writ- 
ing these HOBBIES articles I have 
received generally courteous treat- 
ment from custodians of death cer- 
tificates, but this was the first time 
a registrar had ever shown warm 
interest in what I was doing. Mrs. 
Boustedt is obviously the type of 
person one likes at first sight, and 
if I should ever visit Rome, 
N.Y., I shall call on her. During the 
months that have followed she has 
become one of my _ best friends 
through correspondence. 

Meanwhile, you may be sure that 
this issue of HOBBIES will go with 
my best wishes to the friendly regi- 
strar. With the aid of the photo- 
stat she sent, I am now able to tell 
as much as I am likely to find out 
at this late date concerning Joe 
Natus. And after his story I shall 
set down what I have learned of Will 
Denny. 


II. Natus Records for Edison 


Joseph Natus was born in Detroit, 
Mich., on March 1, 1860 — a little 
more than a year before this nation 
became embroiled in the Civil War 
whose centenary is now being ob- 
served. His father was John Natus 
and his mother’s maiden name was 
Elizabeth Hass. Both were born in 
Germany. 

As Joe Natus grew up he de- 
veloped a tenor voice of more than 
ordinary quality. He probably was 
not yet 21 when he began to appear 
on the stage as a ballad singer and 
comedian, mostly with minstrel com- 


panies. 
His recording career began not 
later than 1900 and _ conceivably 


earlier, although I have not been able 
to find his name in any catalog prior 
to the beginning of this century. It 
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is possible that he made Berliner 
discs in the late 1890’s, but I lack 
Berliner catalogs and have not found 
any Berliner records by him, with 
one exception to be mentioned later. 
And it certainly was not recorded be- 
fore 1901. 

I don’t know how it happened that 
Natus first began singing for phono- 
graphs and was soon being engaged 
by all the important companies of 
60 years ago. The late Fred Raben- 
stein, Edison’s recording paymaster 
for many years, told me he believed 
Natus was related to Albert Benzler, 
the versatile gentleman who provided 
piano accompaniments, for Edison 
artists, recorded bell, xylophone, and 
piano solos, and even on occasion, 
played a violin in the Edison or- 
chestra. It may be that Benzler’s 
influence won Natus his chance be- 
fore the recording horn. 

Natus’ first solo records were suc- 
cessful and he soon became the first 
duet partner of one of the most 
brilliant of recording comedians, Ar- 
thur Collins, whose phonograph ca- 
reer had begun in 1898. 

The name of Natus’ first two- 
minute Edison cylinder sounds like 
a comic song instead of the ballad 
type with which he came to be 
chiefly identified. The title was 
“Since I Married That Actor Man,” 
and its number, 7490, indicates it 
was issued about the middle of 1900. 
The following other solos were listed 
before he made his first duet with 
Collins: 


7495, “She Rests By the Suwanee Riv- 
er;’’ 7496, “‘Bethlehem”’ (a sacred num- 
ber); 7497, “Why Did They Sell Killar- 
ney?;” 7518, ‘Side by Side’’ (not the 
song by the same name which became 
popular in 1927); 7521, ‘“‘The Afterwhile;”’ 
7522, ‘‘My Dorothy;’’ 7537, ‘‘Her Name Is 
Rose;”’ 7546, ‘“‘“My Department Store Girl;” 
7562, ‘‘I’d Still Believe You True;’’ 7564, 
“Green Above the Red” (this could be 
either a song about train engineers’ sig- 
nals or an Irish defiance of England!); 
7565, ‘“Vaudeville Specialty No. 6;’’ 7585, 
“Little Black Me;’’ 7586, “Blue and the 
Gray;’’ 7587, ‘“‘A Bird in a Gilded Cage;”’ 
7594, ‘Star of My Life;’” 7601, ‘Fatal 
Rose of Red;’” 7609, “Garden By the 
Sea;’’ 7627, “For Freedom and_ Ire- 
land;” 7631, ‘‘Dear Old Bess and I;” 
7632, “A Flower From the Garden of 
Life;’’ 7652, ‘Give Us Another Lincoln;” 
7709, ‘‘Lovers Once But Strangers Now;”’ 
7736, ‘“‘Down By the River Side,” and 
7741, ‘‘Where the Mississippi Flows.” 


Most of these largely trivial tunes 
are gone and forgotten now, but a 
few are well remembered. “She 
Rests By the Suwanee (or Swanee) 
River” seems to have been one of 
Natus’ stock numbers, for he re- 
corded it extensively. 

In the short-lived vaudeville spe- 
cialty, he sang “You May Forget 
the Singer,’ and impersonated the 
yodler, J. K. Emmett, the Irish tenor, 
William Scanlan, and J. W. Kelley, 
the “Rolling Mill Man” monologist. 

The first Collins and Natus duet 
for Edison was announced early in 
1901. It was No. 7756, “Coon, Coon, 
Coon” (a title that today would be

barred from public use), which had 
been written in 1900 by Gene Jef- 
ferson and Leo Friedman. The latter 
is best remembered now as the com- 
poser of “Meet Me Tonight in 
Dreamland” and “Let Me Call You 
Sweetheart.” 

Looked at from the sympathetic 
point of view, there is a touch of 
tragedy in the plaint of the Negro 
who says “I wish my color would 
fade . . . morning, night, and noon, 
I wish I was a white man ’stead of 
a coon, coon, coon!” Collins and 
Natus, however, shouted it in the bur- 
lesque, boisterous manner typical of 
“coon song” interpreters of their 


era. 

But in 1940 an unidentified basso, 
who sounds like Wilfred Glexn, gave 
the song real poignancy and pathos 
when he sang it in a Victor album 
of Song Hits of 1900. 

Three Collins and Natus duets 
were listed in the May, 1901, catalog, 
and others followed rapidly during 
the less than two years in which the 
team’s association endured. Before 
the end of 1901 they had recorded: 

7754, ‘‘Marooney and His Bike;’’ 7755, 
“Oh, Such a Business’’ (a Jewish dia- 
lect number); 7816, ‘I Never Trouble 
Trouble Until Trouble Troubles Me;’’ 
7850, “I must-A Been a Dreamin’;’’ 7889, 
“I Got Mine” (one of the greatest favor- 
ites in their repertoire); 7905, ‘‘Tell Us, 
Pretty Ladies’’ (one of several parodies 
or burlesques on ‘Tell Me, Pretty Mai- 
ien’’ from ‘‘Floradora’’); and 7935, ‘‘Love 
Me, Lize.’’ 

Meanwhile, Natus had _ recorded 
these solos: ve 

7752, “Day By Day;’’ 7775, “A New 
World; 7776, ‘‘Everlasting Light;’’ 7791, 

Sweet Annie Moore” (an unusual com- 
hination of sentiment and _ frivolity); 

804, “‘The Village Belle;’’ and _ 7871, 
“I’ve a Longing in My Heart for You, 
louise.’’ 

One of the most popular stage at- 
tractions in those days was a series 
f musical plays featuring the Rog- 
specialists in comic 
‘rerman impersonations. Maurice 
evi, who had his own band which 
ecorded for Edison from 1908 to 
910, wrote the music for the Rog- 
rs Brothers shows. One of the bro- 


thers was married to the comedienne, 
Maude Raymond, who made a hand- 
ful of Victor and Edison records. 

The Phonogram for November, 
1901, listed a Collins and Natus duet 
(No. 7969) of “The Wedding of the 
Reuben and the Maid,” from “The 
Rogers Brothers in Washington.” In 
that same issue, Natus had a solo, 
7994, “When the Lilies of the Val- 
ley Bloom Again.” 

Other duets and solos followed, 
made by the old-time duplicated pro- 
cess. One of the most popular was 
No. 7997, an early Harry Von Tilzer 
composition, “Whoa, Bill!” 

Early in 1902, Thomas A. Edison 
introduced his “gold moulded” me- 
thod which did away with the dupli- 
cating system, and the June, 1902, 
Phonogram announced “Whoa, Bill!” 
had been remade by the new process. 
The duplicating procedure was per- 
manently discontinued July 25, 1902. 

The June, 1902, Phonogram also 
listed 8008, “McManus and the Par- 
rot,” by Collins and Natus, and 
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8031, “Endless Day,” a religious solo 
with organ accompaniment, by Na- 
tus. In July, the duo sang one of 
their most popular comic skits, No. 
8045, “Back, Back to the Woods,” 
and there were gold mould remakes 
of “Teil Us, Pretty Ladies,” “The 
Wedding Of The Reuben and the 
Maid,” and No. 8000, “Tell Me, 
Dusky Maidens” — another “Flora- 
dora” take-off. 

In September, the pair was on 
hand with another remake, No. 
7955, “Love Me, Lize.”” October was 
a big month for them. On 816i, 
Natus asked “Could You Be True 
to Eyes of Blue?” He also sang 
8179, “Rosalie, My Sweet Rosalie,” 
and 8205, which turned out to be his 
last Edison solo, “Have You Seen 
My Sweetheart in His Uniform of 
Blue?” 

On 8163, Collins and Natus were 
heard in “You Couldn’t Hardly No- 
tice It At All,” and on 8175, in 
“Nursery Rhymes” — From ‘The 
Beauty and the Beast.’ They also 
had an amusing offering, No. 8196, 
called “Marion,” about a girl named 
Marion who lived in Marion, Ohio, 
and whose sweetheart was dead set 
on marryin’ her. 

In the November Phonogram were 
three more Collins and Natus duets 
—the last Edison was ever to offer: 
8218, “Down the Line With Molly;” 
8219, “Jerry Murphy is a Friend of 
Mine,” and 8220, “Shirtwaist Band.” 

There was also two duets by Col- 
lins with Byron G. Harlan, who suc- 
ceeded Natus as Collins’ partner. 
Collins and Harlan sang together on 
records for 22 years and had the 
most successful, long-lasting part- 
nership in the history of the phono- 
graph. Their initial Edisons were 
8238, on which they sang Harry Von 
Tilzer’s smash hit of 1902, “Down 
Where the Wurzburger Flows,” and 
8239, “The Troubles of the Reuben 
and the Maid,’ from “The Rogers 
Brothers in Harvard.” 

After this there was never an- 
other new Edison record by Joe 
Natus. During his Edison associa- 
tion of a little more than two years

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he had recorded 36 solos and 19 
duets with Collins. When Edison dis- 
continued the two-minute wax cylin- 
ders in the fall of 1912, only one 
Natus solo was left, J. Fred Helf’s 
old-fashioned sob-song, “The Fatal 
Rose of Red.” “I Got Mine” stayed 
on, but had been remade in 1906 
by Collins and Harlan. 

We probably shall never know why 
Collins and Natus separated, but the 
“split” probably was caused by Na- 
tus’ health, which seems to have been 
poor for much of his mature life. 
He did no more duet work after 
1902, and his appearances as a solo- 
ist thereafter were not frequent. 

His relations with Harlan must 
have been friendly, for I had almost 
forgotten this — a male ensemble 
composed of Collins, Harlan, Natus, 
and A. D. Madeira, calling itself the 
Big Four Quartet, made five Edison 
cylinders between October, 1900, and 
May, 1901. The titles were: 7728, 
“Goodbye, Dolly Gray;” 7765, “My 
Charcoal Charmer;” 7766, ‘“There’s 
Where My Heart is Tonight;” 7767, 
“Ben Bolt;” and 7781, “Corn Bread.” 


III. Lambert Indestructible 


Cylinders 

During the period in which he was 
making Edison Standard records, 
Natus also was singing for Lambert, 
the Chicago firm which marketed the 
first Indestructible cylinder. I have 
seen only the September, 1903, Lam- 
bert catalog, but it contains ‘five Na- 
tus solos: 500, “My Creole Sue;” 504, 
“My Wild Irish Rose;” 505, “The 
Honeysuckle and the Bee;” 506, 
“When You Were Sweet Sixteen,” 
and 508, “Tale of the Kangaroo.” 

No Collins and Natus duets are 
listed under their names, but there 
is a group of miscellaneous duets by 
unidentified performers, in which 
three almost certainly are by them: 
570, “Coon, Coon, Coon;” 571, “Mc- 
Manus and the Parrot,” and 572, 
“Whoa, Bill!” 

Collins and Harlan have two under 
their own names: 932, “Nursery 
Rhymes,” and 935, “Jerry Murphy is 
a Friend of Mine,” both of which 
Collins and Natus had sung for Edi- 
son. 

Because of insufficient capital and 
patent litigation, the Lambert Com- 
pany was short-lived. I doubt that 
Natus made any records for it other 
than those just mentioned. 


IV. Columbia Cylinders and Discs 

Trying to trace all the Columbia 
records which Joe Natus or any other 
artist made close to 60 years ago 


is my idea of a tough assignment. ~ 


It is a job the researcher finds al- 
most impossible to handle satisfac- 
torily, because, for half a dozen years 
ending in 1907, Columbia didn’t pub- 
lish names of singers in its catalogs. 

Instead, “vocalists” were identified 
simply as tenor, baritone, contralto, 
and the like. The idea seems to 
have been that since the records had 
spoken announcements telling who 
was doing the work there was no 
need of repeating that information 
in the catalogs. The needs of record 
collectors were given little consider- 


ation in that remote era when ca- 
talog owners were asked to “destroy 
all previous lists” as soon as a new 
one came out. 

Faced with this handicap, all I 
ean do is jot down the names and 
numbers of records that sound as if 
they might have been made by Na- 
tus, giving special consideration to 
those which duplicated titles he had 
sung for other companies. I would 
say, then, it’s likely, but I don’t 
guarantee, that the following listed 
in the 1901 Columbia cylinder cata- 
log, were sung by Joe Natus: 

4227, ‘“‘Why Did They Sell Killarney?;” 
4233, “Blue and the Gray; 4240, “Little 
Black Me;”’ 4249, ‘‘My Department Store 


Girl;’’ 4250, ‘“‘Bethlehem;’’ 4251, ‘‘Flower 
“She 


from the Garden of Life;’’ 4273, 
Rests By the Suwanee River;” 4280, 
“Green Above the Red;’’ 31418, ‘‘Eyes 


of blue;’” and 31420, ‘‘For Freedom and 
Ireland.” 


It’s quite likely, of course, that 
some of these were sung by other 
artists — also that, with nothing 
but “tenor” to guide me, I have 
missed some that Natus made. 

When I turn to the 1906 Columbia 
cylinder catalog, I find no solos that 
I can attribute with reasonable as- 
surance to Natus. The 1907 catalog, 
in which the sensible custom of iden- 
tifying artists by name was resumed, 
contains none. 

A fair number of titles in the 1906 
Columbia dise catalog, however, 
sound as if they may have been 
made by Natus, although a majority 
may be the work of other tenors— 
among them Henry Burr, Harry 
Macdonough, George Gaskin, Albert 
Campbell, and Dan W. Quinn — who 
recorded for Columbia. Among them 
are: 

113, ‘“‘“Goodbye, Dolly Gray;”’ 171, ‘‘Uncle 
Harry, What Is Love?;” 326, “He Laid 
Away a Suit of Gray to Wear the 
Union Blue;’’ 352, ‘Story of the Rose;’’ 
359, “Side by Side;’”’ 688, ‘‘As Your Hair 
Grows Whiter;’’ 895, ‘‘Rosalie;’”’ 913, 
“Rose of Killarney; 942, “My Starlight 
Queen;’’ 1012, ‘I Wonder If Your Love 
Will Last;’’ 1153, “In the City of Sighs 
and Tears,”’ and 1457, ‘‘Like a Star That 
Falls from Heaven.” 


I can positively identify seven-inch 
record 1159, issued in January, 1904, 
as being by Natus, because I have 
a file of The Columbia Record from 
1904 to 1907 in which it is listed. 
This was Joe Natus’ last appearance 
as a Columbia singer. The title was 
“Just Remember I Love You.” 

Besides the solos, the 1906 disc 
catalog contains several numbers 
that had originally been recorded as 
Collins and Natus duets and were 
taken from what may be considered 
their “standard repertoire.” There 
is a possibility, however, they had 
been re-made by Collins and Harlan: 

597, “I Got Mine;” 627, ‘Moriarity;” 
763, “Back, Back to the Woods;’’ 789, 
“Coon, Coon, Coon;’’ 790, ‘‘Whoa, Bill;” 
791, ‘“‘Wedding of the Reuben and the 
Maid;’’ 792, ‘I Never Trouble Trouble 
Until Trouble Troubles Me;” 793, “Oh, 
Such a Business.”’ 


The following may also have been 
by Collins and Natus, but in view 
of a considerable gap in the num- 
bering it’s more likely they were 
made after the team had become 
Collins and Harlan: 
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882, “Shirt Waist Band;’’ 911, “Nursery 
Rhymes;”’ 969, “Jerry Murphy is a Friend 
of Mine;’’ and 944, “Troubles of the 
Reuben and the Maid.” 


All were cut out in 1908, when 
Columbia discontinued single-faced 
records, excepting “The Wedding of 
the Reuben and the Maid,” which 
was combined on A403 with “Uncle 
Josh at the Roller Skating Rink,” 
by Cal Stewart. 

The “Reuben”: song was listed in 
the double-faced catalog as by Col- 
lins and Harlan, which makes _ it 
appear more likely the other duets 
might also have been remade. 

The chief reason the various com- 
panies had Collins and Harlan re- 
make the more popular Collins-Natus 
numbers probably was a desire to 
take advantage of recording im- 
provements, real or imagined. This 
included substituting dull, clacking 
orchestral accompaniments for the

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sometimes tin-panny but frequently 
brilliant piano, played chiefly on the 
treble keys. 

Too, it must be admitted that in 
the less than two years they worked 
together, Collins and Natus did not 
bring their comedy to the unsurpass- 
able peak reached by the succeed- 
ing team. They did little of the hil- 
arious dialog work that was to be- 
come such a delightful feature of 
the efforts of Collins and Harlan, 
who in all their long career never 
turned out a poor record. 

I have reserved for special] mention 
six discs issued when Columbia made 
its first flat records in 1902. I know 
two are by Natus because I have 
the records, and I ‘believe the other 
four are his because the numbers 
run together, and it was the custom 
in those days to issue batches of 
records, numbered consecutively, by 
the same artist. 


The six are 52, ‘Sweet Annie Moore;”’ 
53, ‘‘When the Harvest Days Are Over;” 
54, “The Game of Eyes;” 55, “In the 
House of Too Much Trouble;’’ 57, ‘‘Good- 
bye, Sweet Dreams,” and 58, “Just for 
Today.” 


There probably also had been a 
No. 56, but, like “Sweet Annie 
Moore,” it had been cut out before 
the 1906 catalog was compiled. 

The ‘Annie Moore” song, written 
in 1901 by John H. Flynn and Lud- 
wig Hollander, is an unusual and 
amusing affair with a catchy tune. 
While purporting to be sentimental, 
it flagrantly indulges in punning by 
saying: “Annie Moore, Annie Moore, 
we will never see sweet Annie any 
more.” 

The second verse reveals the cause 
of Annie’s disappearance. Her fa- 
ther, Owen Moore, had a big grocery 
store, but couldn’t pay his creditors. 
Each day found Owen owin’ more, 
so he had to leave the old neighbor- 
hood by stealth. Natus announces 
“Sweet Annie Moore” himself. 

“In the House of Too Much 
Trouble” is an oddity. It is a seven- 
inch, and unannounced, but the sing- 
er is Natus. This was one of the 
innumerable “tear-jerker’” songs 
about sick, deserted, 4nd dying chil- 
dren — most of them irritatingly

mawkish and maudlin — that ap- 
peared in the 1890’s and early 1900’s. 
But, in this instance, the perpetra- 
tors, by exercising restraint, have 
written something I find genuinely 
touching, much in the manner of 
Eugene Field’s “Little Boy Blue.” 
The words are by an unusually 
skilled but unjustly forgotten lyri- 
cist, Will A. Heelan, and the pretty 
tune by J. Fred Half, who became 


-the music publishing partner of a 


veteran recording director, Fred 
Hager. Its story tells of a lonely 
little boy, whose parents objected 
to the noise he made at play. The 
chorus goes: 
“In the house of too much trouble, 
Little boy was in the way. 
No one ever seemed to reason 
That a boy must sometimes play. 
Soon his baby woes and worries 
Left a trace upon his brow; 
In the house of too much trouble 
There are quiet moments now.” 


Regardless of what sophisticates 
may think, I can never hear Natus 
sing that refrain — especially the 
last two lines — without a choking 
sensation, for I know there have been 
too many children who were treated 
like the lonely little boy of the song. 

I imagine that line, “little boy 
was in the way,” suggested the 
title of Charles K. Harris’ “Always 
in the Way,” also recorded by Natus. 
Harris pulled out all the stops in his 
“sob-stuff” and made a career of 
writing about suffering tots. 

VY. Zon-o-phone and Victor 

The Universal Talking Machine 
Company, which made Zon-o-phone 
records, was one of the companies 
for which Natus sang. The June, 
1905, Zon-o-phone catalog lists the 
following nine-inch solos by him, sev- 
eral of which he seems not to have 
made for any other company: 

5881, “I’ll Do the Same for You;” 
5882, “Man in the Overalls;’’ 5883, ‘On 
a Good Old Trolley Ride;’’ 5884, “You're 
the Sweetest Flower That Grows in 
Tennessee;”’ 5885, ‘‘Always in the Way;”’ 
5886, “Like a Star That Falls From 
Heaven;”’ 5887, ‘“‘Just Remember I Love 
You;” 5888, ‘Voice of the Hudson;” 
5925, “Dear Old Girl; 5927, ‘‘Down on 
the Farm;’’ 5928, “Every Day is Sun- 
shine When the Heart Beats True;”’ 
5931, ‘For Sale—a Baby;”’ 5935, ‘‘Miss- 


ississippi Mamie;” 5937, “My Lady 
Moon.” 
The titles indicate these songs 


were recorded in 1903 and ’04, when 
they were popular. Zon-o-phone be- 
gan making 10-inch records in 1904, 
but there were none by Natus, who 
was then in poor health. 

The 1905 Zono catalog contains 
half a dozen records of songs that 
had been identified with Collins and 
Natus, but all are listed as by Col- 
lins and Harlan. 

Since Victor acquired the Zon-o- 
phone business in 1903. Natus was 
also recording for Victor when he 
sang his Zono discs. His Victor 
career, however, went farther back, 
for he was one o* the first singers 
to make 10-inch “Monarch” records. 

Victor did not begin business as 
the Victor Talking Machine Com- 
pany until 1901. but even before that 
Joe Natus had made records for 
Eldridge R. Johnson, founder of “His 
Master’s Voice’s” fortunes. The old- 
est Victor catalog I have, dated 


October, 1961 


February, 1902, contains this list of 
single-faced discs by “Mr. Natus, 
sentimental ballads” (his first name 
isn’t given): 

676, “She Rests By the Suwanee Riv- 
er;’’ 677, ‘“‘There is No North or South 
Today;”’ 678, ‘“I’d Still Believe You 
True;’” 679, ‘“‘All for a Man Whose God 
Was Gold;” 680, “Calling to Her Boy 
Just Once Again;’’ 681, ‘‘Where the 
Mississippi Flows;"” 682, “A Flower from 
the Garden of Life;’’ 683, ‘‘The Fatal 
Rose of Red;’ 684, “The Afterwhile;’’ 
685, ‘“‘Eyes of Blue;” 1108, ‘‘“My Lonesome 
Louisiana Lady;’’ 1111, “The Village 
Belle;’’ V1112, ‘“‘When the Blue Sky 
Turns to Gold;’’ V1113, “I Wonder If 
It’s Spring Time;’ 1114, ‘Day By Day;”’ 
and 1115, ‘Mr. Volunteer.”’ 


This line-up corresponds pretty 
closely to Natus’ two-minute Edison 
cylinder list. All the Victors could 
be had in either seven-inch or 10- 
inch, except the two which had num- 
bers starting with V. They were 
seven-inch only. 

Early as this catalog was, the 
first 10 Natus records had already 
been renumbered. For instance, I 
have the Victor Monarch record of 
“She Rests By the Suwanee River,” 
with its original number, 3107. 

Many collectors, examining old re- 
cord lists, have been puzzled as to 
why Victor appeared to have issued 
discs numbered through 2,999, then 
in 1904 skipped over the 3,000 series 
and resumed numbering at 4,000. 
Perhaps this is a good place for a 
brief explanation. 

When Victor first began making 
10-inch records in 1901, it decided to 
give them the name of Monarch and 
start numbering them at 3,000. Num- 
bers of seven-inch records, which had 
been made earlier under the Improv- 
ed label, began at 1. 

With the arrival of the 10-inch 
Monarchs, the smaller “platters” 
were called Victors. After a few 
months, however, Victor decided 
there were many selections it would 
be advisable to offer in both the 
seven-inch size for 50 cents and the 
$1.00 10-inch version. Therefore, it 
was decided to change the system by 
doing away with the 3,000 series 
and renumbering them. 

Each Monarch had also been given 
a secondary number denoting the 
order in which it was recorded, and 
this became the new catalog num- 
ber. Thus, because “She Rests By 
the Suwanee River’ was the 676th 
in recorded sequence, it became re- 
cord No. 676. 

I have Monarch 3001, “When Reu- 
ben Comes to Town” (we can’t seem 
to get away from those Roger Bro- 
thers songs!) by S. H. Dudley, but 
the 1902 catalog lists it as No. 519. 
My own copy has 519 scratched on 
it as an indication of recording order. 
It has a piano accompaniment, but 
by the time the 1902 catalog came 
out, had been remade with orchestral 
support. 

The Monarch label was’ used 
through 1904, and records which 
were supplied only in 10-inch size 
had numbers prefixed by M. The 
highest numbered 3,000 series re- 
cords in the 1902 catalog is M3622, 
“Somehow It Made Him Think of 
Home,” from “The Chaperones,” by

4. A child’s dress of about the 
same period as 8. It is of brown 
linen trimmed with embroidery in 
the interesting grapevine pattern.

5. Child’s dress of the same gen- 
eral style as 3 and 4. It is, never- 
theless, dated about a decade later— 
1840. All three of these dresses 
have full sleeves at the shoulder, ta- 
pering down to the wrist. This is a 
heavy tan cotton three-piece dress 
with a separate belt. 

The high, round neck is finished 
with piping. The waist is shirred 
in by a bias fold forming a yoke. 
Sleeves are finished with a cuff, but- 
toned with two pearl buttons. The 
dress is open in front and fastened 
at the waistband with hooks and 
eyes. 

The long skirt, finished down the 
front with a tuck, has a two inch 
hem, the same width as the two 
tucks over it. The.jacket, fastened 
in front, has the same yoke. 

The little costume may be seen 
at the Museum of the City of New 
York.

6. A girl’s dress of 1842. It was 
worn by Charity Maria Banta, aged 
six years. Judging by the length of 
the skirt, it probably reached the 
ankles of Charity and was designed 
to last a year or two. 

It is of printed cotton with a tan 
ground, pattern of green, red, and 
black. The straight, tight bodice is 
shirred in front into a shaped yoke, 
the shirring drawn to a point at cen- 
ter of waist-line. 

A full, shaped sleeve is shirred 
at the top into a small armhole and 
trimmed with a narrow ruffle of the 
same material. The sleeve at wrist 
is drawn into a narrow double band. 

The full skirt has four widths of 
material. Seams, with the exception 
of the skirt, and under the arms, 


are finished with narrow bias piping 

of the same material as the dress.

a forgotten singer, Walter Jones. 
After 1904, both 7 and 10-inch had 
the Victor label. 

The discarded numbers of the 3,000 
They were 
transferred to the Victor foreign 
catalog and used for hundreds of 
Argentine, Bohemian, Danish, 
French, French-Canadian, Latin, 
Norwegian and Swedish selections. 
Incidentally, for some abstruse rea- 
son, Victor’s chief rival, Columbia, 
in 1905 skipped over all numbers 
from 2,000 to 2,999 in numbering its 
discs, and at one jump advanced 
from 1,999 to 3,000. 

No Collins and Natus duets ap- 
pear in the 1902 Victor catalog, but 
there are four in the dealers’ numeri- 
cal catalog for November 30, 1904. 
They belong to the pair’s already 
mentioned standard repertoire — 
1294, “Coon, Coon, Coon;” 1295, 
“Back to the Woods;” 1297, “I Got 
Mine;” and 1298, “Whoa, Bill!” 1299 
is a Natus solo, “A Little Boy in 
Blue.” 

But here is something odd. The 
dealers’ alphabetical listing, also 
dated November 30, 1904, says 1295 
and 1298 are by Collins and Harlan, 
and the other two by Collins and 
Natus! And the catalog issued to 
the public on August 31, 1904, places 
all four in the Collins and Harlan 
column with no mention of Collins 
and Natus. 

As if this weren’t confusion 
enough, I have a Monarch of “Back 
to the Woods” with a label saying 
it is by Collins and Natus, but which 
Collins announces as by Collins and 
Harlan. And I also have a Grand 
Prize Victor, made in 1905 after 
the Monarch label had been discon- 
tinued, of “I Got Mine,” whose label 
gives the singers as Collins and Na- 
tus. There is no announcement, but 
the voices are unmistakably Collins 
and Harlan’s. 

Apparently, all the Collins and Na- 
tus duets were remade by the later 
team, but through carelessness in la- 
beling and catalog editing their 
names were sometimes retained. I 
likewise have a copy of the Monarch 
version of “Coon, Coon, Coon,” an- 
nounced as by Collins and Natus 
(Collins again does the announcing), 
with the recording date, March 15, 
1902, scratched on the label. Edison 
had issued this song by the team 
a year earlier. 

“IT Got Mine” is an amusing re- 
cord. Collins tells of how he went 
to a colored “crap game.” When 
the place was raided, he grabbed all 
the money before diving through a 
window, and he unctuously sums up: 
“T got mine, boys, I got mine. . 
been a leader of society since I got 
mine!” 

In the second stanza, he calls on 
a girl but another suitor objects 
to his being there. Again he heads 
for the window, “but I couldn’t get 
through it in time. Been taking my 
meals from the mantelpiece since I 
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got mine!” Harlan inquires, “Well, 
where do you get it?” and Collins, 
in coy “embarrassment” replies, {Uh 
—really I wouldn’t care to say.” 

In the late 1920’s the song was 
revived by a clever South Carolina 
hill-billy recording artist, Chris 
Bouchillon, who no doubt had heard 
the ancient recorded interpretation, 
and it had a lively sale as a Colum- 
bia Viva-Tonal disc. 

“TI Got Mine” is also introduced 
hilariously in a 1906 Columbia re- 
cord, “Seeing New York; A Trip 
on the Rubberneck Coach.” The 
imaginary sightseers hear men lust- 
ily singing, “Yes, I got mine, boys, 
yes, I got mine!” and the driver — 
either Len Spencer or Bob Roberts— 
explains, “That’s a banquet of the 
life insurance directors at the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel,” referring to a then 
notorious insurance scandal. As the 
singing is resumed, an Irish “passen- 
ger” ruefully exclaims, “Yes, an’ be 
gorra, they got mine, too!” 

The Victor catalog for August 31, 
1904, contains a few new solos by 
Natus. 

Besides “A Littie Boy in Blue,” there

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Houses of 
History Are 
Pathways to 
the Past 


By BERENICE BALL 


To those who love antiques what 
could be more downright soul-satis- 
fying than driving from one early 
homestead to another along twisty 
country roads, tree-bordered, and 
aflame with autumn’s glory? In 
Chester County, Pa., where the first 
Saturday in October has been Open 
House Day since 1936, unusually 
elaborate plans are under way as 
October 7, 1961, marks this day’s 
21st observance. 

Forty-seven old houses and _his- 
toric landmarks in the Valley Forge 
and eastern part of the county will 
be “programmed,” with four fine, 
old barns, featuring loan collections 
of importance. The annual preview 
party, with commentary on colored 
slides of every place to be visited 
the following day, will be held at 
Longwood Gardens on Friday eve- 
ning, October 6, with the added dis- 
play of the famous fountains and 
colored lights. 

The unique heritage of this county 
in southeastern Pennsylvania allows 
Open House Day to grow more inter- 
esting each year, with no two years 
the same. Last year approximately 
4,000 guests came from 22 states. 
Many spent a long week-end in the 
area. 

Such Open House Days have spe- 
cial appeal because, through the 
things and places seen, the past be- 
comes more significant and under- 
standable. History comes alive. 

Whether inherited or acquired, it 
really makes no difference in their 
use — antiques of many periods can 
be combined effectively in a subtle 
commentary on the good taste of 
Americans of past eras. It makes 
one proud of one’s inheritance. 

Perhaps the deepest appeal of 
Open House Days is something as 
American as the Liberty Bell: rug- 
ged individualism. That no two 
old houses were ever completely iden- 
tical is axiomatic. Even an intended 


copy was a declaration of indepen- 
dence boldly signed with the crafts- 
man’s individualistic workmanship. 
So it is in old houses and their 
furnishings today. No two are alike.

many mother-cultures, strong in ex- 
pression, stubborn, vital, and daring. 
In this all of us have a share, and 
every old house is a challenge to ad- 
venture into the past, where each 
treasured antique is a reminder of 
American achievement. 


GRANT MEMORABILIA 

Three continents showered gifts 
on Gen. Ulysses S. Grant during his 
world tour, starting in 1877 after he 
left the presidency. Some of the more 
notable of these, together with per- 
sonal souvenirs of his Mexican War 
and Civil War days, now are on 
exhibit at the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion in a recently renovated exhibit 
of the Division of Political History. 
Notable among the objects in the 
exhibit are: 

An Ethiopian manuscript of the 
New Testament presented Grant at 
Gibraltar by the British governor, 
Lord Napier, who had acquired it 
during his military service. 

A cane of bog oak presented by 
the lord mayor of Dublin, together 
with a certificate granting freedom 
of the city. 

A gold casket presented by the 
City of London, together with the 
freedom of the city. It is elaborately 
ornamented with a view of the U.S. 
Capitol, Grant’s monogram, the coat- 
of-arms of the lord mayor, and a 
view of the Guildhall, where the 
presentation was made. 

A Chinese jade bottle from Prince 
Kong, regent of China, who then 
was conducting the affairs of state 
for the 7-year-old boy emperor. 





Notable in the exhibit are locks of 
hair of both Grant and his wife 
exchanged during Mexican War 
days. That of Julia Dent Grant is 
enclosed in a silver casket, that of 
the future general in a gold casket. 
There is a silver matchbox carried 
by Grant, an inveterate cigar smok- 
er, engraved with his initials. Match- 
es were a rather precious commodity 
in those days before packets of them 
were handed out free with every 
tobacco purchase. Among the more 
interesting items is a gold model of 
the table in the McLean house near 
Appomattox Courthouse, upon which 
Grant signed the articles of sur- 
render with Lee on April 9, 1865. 

The exhibit contains a silver rep- 
lica of the menu of a dinner given 
the touring hero in Paris by mem- 
bers of the French nobility and the 
American colony. There also are 
gifts from various Asian potentates, 
including King Chulalomgkorn of 
Siam. 

Among the exhibits is the “sword 
of Chattanooga” in a gold-mounted 
scabbard engraved with the names 
and dates of various Mexican War 
and Civil War battles in which he 
engaged before taking over command 
of all the Union armies. The sword 
was presented to Grant by citizens 
of Jo Daviess County, IIl., after his 
victory at Chattanooga in 1863. 

Another interesting item is the 
“Fort Sumter cane,” which was “‘tak- 
en from a palmetto long used in de- 
fense of Charleston harbor.” 

Grant’s rise in rank is illustrated 
with the shoulder insigne of a brig- 
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adier general which he wore at Fort 
Donelson and Shiloh, the insigne of 
a major genera! that he wore in the 
final campaign before Richmond and 
Petersburg, and the insigne of a 
full general which he wore after the 
war. 

There are also the epaulettes of 
Commander of the Army, Grant’s 
last army office, made of gold with 
the two 5-rayed stars and the coat- 
of-arms of the United States em- 
broidered between them.

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Rare Greek Vases 


Hartford, Conn., has again been 
placed prominently on the map of 
the art world by the Wadsworth 
Atheneum—this time, in the realm 
of ancient Greek vase painting. The 
local museum can now count among 
its important masterpieces a most 
outstanding Greek vase of the late 
6th century B.C., purchased through 
the Ella Gallup Sumner and Mary 
Catlin Sumner Fund. 

In the form of a hydria, or water 
jar, traditional to the Greek Arch- 
aic period, the vase is accounted 
both a great work of painting and 
tour de force of sculpture in clay. 
It stands 21 inches high. 

Cornelius Vermeule, Curator of 
Classical Art at the Boston Museum 
of Fine Arts, recognizes it as one 
of the great surviving examples of 
Greek vase painting and counts it 
one of the ten best Greek vases in 
America. In an article in the Wads- 
worth Atheneum Bulletin, Mr. Ver- 
meule says, “If the ultimate devel- 
opment of Greek painted pottery 
in the 6th century, B.C., were to 
be illustrated by a single vase, the 
Wadsworth Atheneum’s hydria.. . 
would be as likely a candidate as 
any.” 

Well known in private collections, 
the Atheneum’s hydria was painted 
by Psiax, one of the major Greek 
vase painters of his time. 

The painting on the hydria is in 
the black-figure style in which the 
subjects are painted in black sil- 
houette against the light red clay 
background with incised details. The 
later red-figure technique, invented 
by the Athenians around 530, B.C., 
reversed this scheme. That is, the 
figures appear in the color of the 
clay against the glazed black back- 
ground, with contours and inner 
lines drawn in glaze. Psiax is con- 
sidered to have been the first to 
make use of the technique, combin- 
ing red-figure and black - figure 
painting. His vase paintings are rare, 
only 26 being known to have sur- 
vived. Of these, there are only two 
hydriai. One is in Berlin, the other 
in Wurzburg. There is none in the 
Louvre. 

Painting had an important posi- 
tion in Greek creative activity in 
Psiax’ time, but except for a very 
few fragments, this great era of 
Greek painting is known only 
through the vase painting. This hy- 
dria, according to Mr. Vermeule, is 
far superior to the one in Berlin. It 
is earlier, the details of the drawing 
are better and the rich pictorial de- 
tails are more interesting, showing 
the struggle between Herakles and 
Triton on its shoulder and the har- 
nessing of a four-horse racing char- 
iot on the front. 

In his article, Vermeule says, “.. 
Hartford’s newest addition to a 


growing collection of ancient art is 
a grand monument of Athens on the 
eve of her greatest century.” 

The years in which Psiax worked 
in Athens were among the most 
for painters and potters. 


fruitful 


Their work was widely used both in 
Greece and abroad, through com- 
merce and colonization. Great num- 
bers of vases were exported to the 
wealthy Etruscans of Italy in the 
area north of Rome. In the years 
before the Persian wars, which be- 
gan in 510 B. C., Attica enjoyed 
great material luxury. This afflu- 
ence included extensive patronage of 
the arts under the Tyrant Peisistra- 
tus and his family. Painting had an 
important position in creative ac- 
tivity, but except for a very few 
fragments, this great era of Greek 
painting is known only through the 
vase painting, of which this hydria 
by Psiax is a major example. 

Two beautifully executed scenes 
have been painted on the hydria. 
They are admirably adapted to the 
vase’s angular, divided form. 


A scene on the shoulder of the 
hydria represents a mythological 
subject well suited to a water jug— 
the struggle between Herakles and 
Triton. Herakles, on his way to find 
the Golden Apples of the Hesperides, 
had to force Triton, a sea demigod, 
into telling him the details of their 
whereabouts. Herakles is shown grip- 
ping Triton in a chest lock which 
Triton is struggling vainly to break. 
The old sea god Nereus looks on, 
while two Nereids, sea-nymphs, his 
daughters, come running toward 
them to protect their father. 


However, the essence of the Hart- 
ford masterpiece is the larger scene 
painted below on the front of the 
vase. It represents the harnessing 
of a four-horse chariot, giving a 
wonderful glimpse into the courtly 
life of late Archaic Athens. While 
three men secure the horses and a 
fourth, holding a goad and the reins, 
steadies the chariot, a bearded man 
in a charioteer’s long robe harnes- 
ses the horses to the vehicle. A 
strong youth with a goad leads up 
another horse, and a dog follows. 
To the left stands a youth contem- 
plating the entire scene. Overhead, 
a dove flies, symbolizing the impend- 
ing speed of the chariot. 

Aristocratic Athenians of the late 
6th century used their chariots for 
racing rather than for war. They 
were symbolic of a refined civili- 
zation. Psiax, therefore, chose to en- 
liven a major vase with a courtly 
presentation of latent action related 
to peaceful reality. The harnessing 
of a chariot was a favorite subject 
for vase painters of the time. 


Psiax’s work has explored the ar- 


‘cht.ic Greek system of overlapping 


profiles with great success. The 
details of men, their horses and 
equipment and the dog are inter- 
woven in a scheme of precise callig- 
raphy allowing subtle, yet firmly de- 
fined suggestions of anatomy. The 
horses are both svelte and powerful, 
their heads strongly punctuating the 
rhythm of the action as it flows over 
the curved surface of the vase. The 
drawing, bold and positive, is ex- 
tremely fine.

are 1309, “On a Saturday night;’’ 2335, 
“Only a Dream of the Golden Past;” 
2336, “The Voice of the Hudson;”’ 2328, 
“I'll Wed You in the Golden Summer 
Time; 2326, “Like a Star That Falls 
from Heaven;’’ 2448, ‘‘You’ll Always Be 


the Same Sweet Girl;’’ M2658, ‘‘The Man 
in the Overalls;’’ M2664, ‘‘Always in the 
Way:” and 2666, “The Sweetest Flower 
That Grows in Tennessee.” 

In addition, two of his 1902 offer- 
ings had been renumbered — “A 
Flower From the Garden of Life” a 
2192, and “Mr. Volunteer” as 2193 — 
and others had been cut out. 

Among the later issues, “The Man 
in the Overalls” deserves attention. 
It was first listed in the April, 1904, 
supplement, with the brief comment, 
“dedicated to the working man.” “Al- 
ways in the Way” and “The Sweetest 
Flower” came out at the same time. 
The “Overalls” song, by Raymond 
A. Browne, is a paean in honor of the 
ordinary working man and its well 
written words and stirring music are 
so effective it’s a wonder labor 
groups haven’t adopted it as a sort 
of unofficial Labor Day anthem. The 
refrain goes: 

“Whatever we are, or 

we'll be, 

At home or afar, on the land or the

There’s no brighter star,

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background. The earlier version, 
with the sparkling piano accompani- 
ment, is more to my liking than the 
second, but Natus perhaps phrases 
better in the later attempt. 

There were no further Natus re- 
cords until July, 1905, when 4361, 
“By-Gone Days in Dixie” was an- 
nounced: 

‘“‘Admirers of Mr. Natus will be glad 
to see that he is once more with us, after 
many months of serious illness. It will 
be noticed that his voice did not suffer 
from the confinement, and that in this 
ballad of Dixie Land his clear tenor and 
crisp enunciation are the same as of 
old.”’ 

In August, Natus was represented 
by 4388, “Waltzing With the Girl 
You Love,” described as: 


“One of the best waltz songs of the 
season, with clever words and a most 
melodious air. It describes the delights 
of waltzing with the girl of your heart."’ 


That was the last record Victor 
was ever to issue by Joe Natus. 
It also marked his permanent dis- 
appearance from the recording stu- 
dios. Never afterwards, my research 
indicates, did he make another re- 
cord. 

Only four of his numbers were 
retained in the January, 1908, Victor 
cataloz — “Always in the Way,” 
“The Man in the Overalls,” ‘Waltz- 
ing With the Girl You Love,” and 
“T’ll Wed You in the Golden Summer 
Time.” These had all disappeared 
when the 1909 catalog came out. 


One more Natus disc remains for 
consideration and it is a puzzler. It 
is a 10-inch, reddish-brown single- 
faced record with a metal ring in the 
center, manufactured by “E. Ber- 
liner, of Montreal, Canada,” and 
bearing patent date of February 24, 
1897. The label says it is sung by 
“Mr. Jos. Natus,” and the title is 
“Tell Me the Way to Go.” 

The Victor dog trademark is en- 
graved on the blank side. The 10- 
inch size and the “His Master’s 
Voice” picture show it was not made 
before 1901. Berliner records were 
usually made from Victor matrices, 
but I cannot find that this sobby song 
ever appeared in a Victor catalog. 
It tells of a little girl’s asking how 
she could find the way to Heaven 
to be reunited with her dead mother. 


VI. Last Days 

Twelve years of life remained to 
Joe Natus after he made his last 
record. Just what he did during 
much of that time is a matter of 
conjecture, but he probably returned 
to singing on the stage when his 
health permitted. During the last 
six years preceding his death he 
lived in Utica, N. Y. 

On April 27, 1917, The Morning 
Telegraph, a New York City news- 
paper which specialized in theatrical 
and racing information, carried this 
obituary notice: 

“OLD-TIME MINSTRBL MAN DIES— 
Joe Natus Was Famous Tenor—Was II] 
But Short Time. 

“Utica, N. Y., April 26.—Joe Natus, 
a famous tenor singer and minstrel man, 
died at the County Hospital at Rome 
Saturday, after a brief illness. Mr. Natus

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Watches~Large and Small 


By L. W. SLAUGHTER 


Recently while looking over my 
watch collection I became impressed 
with the great variety in the sizes 
in which watches have been made. 
Not very much has been said on this 
subject and I believe it may be worth 
a little thought. 

It is quite well known that the 
earliest so-called watches, those 
made between 1500 and 1600, were 
large and cumbersome affairs. Ac- 
tually, they were not watches at all 
as we think of them today. 

They certainly could not have been 
carried in a pocket, if pockets had 
been available at that time. Some- 
times they were carried on the per- 
son by means of a cord or chain 
about the neck, but, for the most 
part, they were not very portable. 

These are the ones that probably 
should be called clock-watches, since 
most of them were made to strike the 
hours. They were generally set on a 
table and not moved about very 
much. 

By about 1600 the size of watches 
had been reduced to the point where 
they bore some _ resemblance _ to 
watches as we now conceive them to 
be. They might have been carried 
in a pocket, except for the fact that 
pockets in clothing were not much 
in evidence then. 

During the period from 1600 to 
1800, the development of the watch 
followed much the same course on 
the Continent of Europe and the Bri- 
tish Isles. Most of the movements 
had basic similarity since the only 
escapement known through most of 
that time was the verge with crown 
wheel. 

The movements, therefore, had a 
crown wheel and verge escapement. 
A fusee with a gut cord or chain 
was added to impreve the erratic 
performance of the  escapement. 
Movements were quite thick, and the 
parts of rather sturdy proportions. 

The movement was then housed in 
a case that was very deep in propor- 
tion to its diameter. It was, in fact, 
almost global: in shape, being flat on 
one side where the dial appeared. A 
very high convex crystal was then 
used. It brought the whole inner 
case back nearly to the global shape. 
This case was then housed in another 
and larger case for protection, mak- 
ing the pair-case watch that was in 
vogue for more than 200 years. 

Pair-case watches were, and are, 
heavy and thick. Often they have 
a diameter of more than two inches. 
The pair-case watch was the usual 
product of the period. However, 
many were made with multiple cases, 
one inside the other. 

I have seen watches from this per- 
iod with as many as five cases. 
The outer one was nearly always 
covered with either shagreen or tor- 
toise shell. It can be imagined that 


these multiple-case watches got to 


be quite large, heavy, and cumber- 
some. 
In the period from 1600 to 1800 the 


- supremacy of English watch-makers 


was unchallenged. They made the 
large and thick fusee and verge move- 
ments, housed in heavy pair-cases, 
and sold them in great quantities 
all over the world. 

These were good watches, accord- 
ing to the mechanical principles 
known at the time. They had superb 
workmanship, and were built to last. 
That is why there are still so many 
of them around. When I pick up 
one now I can nearly always get it 
to run again, although the time- 
keeping is questionable. 

During the later part of this period 
watch-makers on the Continent, 
mainly in France and Switzerland, 
began to develop smaller and thinner 
watch movements. These movements 
were housed in single cases which 
were ornamented with enamel paint- 
ing, Geneva enameling, and engrav- 
ing. They were often, embellished 
with precious gems. 

By 1800 the smaller size watches 
being made on the Continent had 
definitely caught on, and the watch- 
makers of France and Switzerland 
sensed an opportunity to challenge 
the supremacy of the English which 
had lasted for 200 years. By that 
time both the cylinder escapement 
and the detached lever escapement 
were in existence and offered greater 
possibilities for thinning the move- 
ments. 

Even without this they did amaz- 
ing things. I had until recently a 
French fusee and verge watch in a 
thin case with Geneva enameling, 
the movement itself being no more 
than an eighth of an inch thick. 

There was really a race between 
the Continental watch-makers to 
make smaller and smaller and thin- 
ner and thinner watches. During this 
time watches were actually made 
sma!! enough to be used as settings 
in finger rings. 

The English watch-makers com- 
pletely ignored this very obvious 
trend toward thinner and smaller 
watches. During the first half of 
the 19th century, their supremacy 
in the world markets was lost for- 
ever. 

-When the American watch indus- 
try came into being and got rolling 
with mass production methods, it, 
too, ignored the preference of people 
everywhere for the smaller and thin- 
ner watches. For a good many years

the standard production item was an 
18 size, thick movement. These 
movements were housed in large and 
heavy, open or closed, silver cases. 


True enough, they were good wat- 
ches, built to take a lot of punishing 
use and made for a lifetime of ser- 
vice. Farmers, woodsmen, mechanics 
and railroaders went for them in a 
big way because they would take 
rough usage, but they were a prob- 
lem in the waistcoat pocket of a 
dress suit or even in the vest of a 
business suit. 

As a result, the thinner and small- 
er watches continued to pour into 
this country in tremendous quanti- 
ties from across the sea and they 
found a ready sale to those who 
wanted a time-piece a little more 
impressive in appearance and much 
more convenient to carry. 

I doubt that American-made wat- 
ches ever sold as much as 50 per 
cent of the American market. Of 
course, the percentage today is much 
lower than that. 

Not many pocket type watches of 
any kind are made today since the 
demand is almost 100 per cent for 
the convenient wrist watch. Rail- 
roaders still use pocket type watches 
and the cheaper types are still made 
for mechanics, laborers, and small 
boys. It is noteworthy, however, that 
one American-made wrist watch has 
now been approved for railroad use. 
This will hasten the end of the 
pocket watch. 

During the last quarter of the 
19th century and over into the 20th 
century there was a drastic reversal 
of the trend to smaller and thinner 
watches, particularly for special pur- 
pose watches. 

At that time a great amount of 
public travel was still by horse. 
drawn coaches. This condition océa- 
sioned the development of the coach- 
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watch, which is a jumbo-sized watch 
usually carried about by the coach 
driver and hung inside the coach for 
the convenience of passengers in 
transit. 

Standard watches in this group 
would be about 2% to 2% inches 
in diameter and up to an inch thick. 
They were usually in leather carry- 
ing cases, with an opening for the 
dial to show through. These cases 
were madc to hang up inside the 
coach. 

The usual coach watches were 30- 
hour straight time-keepers although 
many of the better ones were made 
to run eight days. Some were made 
as large as four inches in diameter, 
with full calendar mechanism, includ- 
ing moon phases. These are rare. 
Illustration 1 shows a very good 8- 
day coach watch with a _ jeweled 
movement. This one is 25 inches in 
diameter and % inch thick. 

A companion piece to the coach 
watch was the travel watch such as 
the one shown as illustration 2. This 
type was usually fitted into a case, 
as shown beside the watch, so that 
it could be carried in the baggage 
while traveling, and set up at des- 
tination. 

This watch is 2%” in diameter and 
a full inch thick. It has a very 
good jeweled 8-day movement. The 
front of this case is sterling silver 
and the back is leather covered. 
There is an easel to stand it up. 
The dial is always visible through 
the opening in the case. Travel wat- 
ches were made in a great variety of 
sizes, types, and cases. 

Most of the coach and travel wat- 

ches were made in Europe and im- 
ported to this country by leading 
jewelers. I have never seen an Am- 
erican-made coach watch. 
_ I do have an odd travel watch 
made by Waltham. It is in a gun- 
metal, telescoping case similar to 
early cigarette cases. When the 
top half of the case is off, the watch 
ean be lifted up to view and is held 
there by a spring arrangement on 
either side. For traveling the watch 
is pushed down into the lower half 
of the case and the top half of the 
case slipped over the bottom half to 
close it. 

Still another time-piece designed 
for travelers is the so-called carriage 
clock. These are the fine little brass 
and glass clocks, made principally in 
France. In fact they are still made 
there. 

They are designed to be fitted into 
leather carrying cases.,, The case 
usually has a slide in front which can 
be pushed upward to reveal the dial. 
Some of them are straight 8-day 
timekeepers, some will strike and re- 
peat the hour. The very fine ones 
will strike and repeat the hours and 
quarters.

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Old Mechanical Banks 


NEW 
FINDS 


By F. H. GRIFFITH 


The great majority of collectors, 
dealers, and individuals with an in- 
terest in mechanical banks naturally 
want to keep as well informed and 
up to date as possible. Generally 
speaking it is the writer’s policy to 
keep all interested individuals as cur- 
rent as feasible with occasional in- 
terruptions of the regular 
classification articles. Now and 
then some information, particularly 
in complete ‘form, is a little difficult 
to pass along due to certain restric- 
tions placed on the writer. Confi- 
dences must be respected and there 
are occasional circumstances where- 
by a particular collector or dealer 
wants to remain anonymous due to 
reasons of his own. Ofttimes a 
dealer will not want his name con- 
nected with a certain bank since he 
must maintain friendly business re- 
lations with the general group of 
mechanical bank collectors. Since it 
is impossible to please them all, at 
any one time, with one bank, his 
only recourse is to remain anony- 
mous with some degree of secrecy. 
This is particularly true in the case 
of the rarer banks or unusual finds 
that come up now and then. 

A few more or less interesting new 
finds in mechanical banks have not 
been reported by the writer for some 
time due to circumstances beyond his 
control. However, at, this time, with 
names eliminated, there is no reason 
not to inform interested parties on 
these banks. Under present condi- 
tions opinions, personal or otherwise, 
will not be expressed here with res- 
pect to desirability or other factors 
surrounding the banks involved. 
The writer has personally seen al! 
banks under discussion. 


* * + 


A mechanical bank that may have 
been known as the Barking Dog 
Bank is a rectangular box-like affair 
made of wood with tin sides. These 
tin sides are painted red and have 
round perforations. A rather large 
grotesque, anguiar wooden bull dog 
covered with brown color paper is on 
top of the box-like base. In opera- 
tion, he is pulled into position to the 
end of the bank and a coin is placed 
at the proper location on the other 
end. A lever releases the dog and 


he springs toward the coin which 
drops inside the base. As this action

. takes place the mechanism inside the 


base simulates a barking sound. This 
is created by means of a tin arrange- 
ment dragging over a spring. The 
spring is fastened to one end of 
the base which acts as a sounding 
board. Part of the original paver 
label is on the underside of the 
base, but unfortunately most of it 
is missing and we can only surmise 
that the original name was the Bark- 
ing Dog Bank. It is apparently a 
late item, possibly made in the same 
period as the Wireless Pup, which 
is a toy employing the use of a 
similar type bull dog in its action. 
The Wireless Pup was patented in 
1913 and 1914 and made during and 
somewhat beyond that period. The 
bank has a home-made look about 
it but the paper label would seem to 
establish its authenticity. This, to 
the best of the writer’s knowledge, is 
a new find in a mechanical bank. 


A second type Guessing Bank has 
turned up and the action is the 
same as that of the conventional 
Guessing Bank which is the figure 
of a man sitting astride a chair. 
This second type has the figure of 
what looks like a Gay 90’s woman 
standing beside a section containing 
a coin chute and dial with revolving 
pointer. A coin is dropped in the 
provided slot at the top of this 
section and the weight of the falling 
coin causes the pointer to spin on 
the dial. The dial is numbered and 
if the depositor guesses the number 
at which the pointer stops he is 
entitled to withdraw the amount of 
coins indicated. Otherwise the bank 
retains all coins. The name “Guess- 
ing Bank” appears on the front of 
the bank and it is made of a metal 
similar to that of the conventional! 
Guessing Bank. This, to the best of 
the writer’s knowledge, is another 
new find in a mechanical bank. 


Another generally unfamiliar bank 
is the Safe Deposit Bank, and this 
hame couldn’t be much more mislead- 
ing. The bank is made of tin and 
consists of a rather large figure of 
an elephant on top of a rectangular 
shaped base. On each side of this 
base there is a paper label imprinted 
with the name “Safe Deposit Bank.” 
The elephant is in a standing posi- 
tion with his trunk hanging down. To 
operate the bank a coin is placed in 
the curved tip of the trunk, and on 


moving the elephant’s tail the trunk 


swings and the coin drops into a 
provided slot in the base. The figure 


of the elephant is one of the semi- 
full type made in a two part stamp- 
ing, which is similar to many of 
the tin horses and other animals used 
on various different types of early 
tin toys. The bank has been more 
or less under wraps for a number of 
years while in the possession of an 
inactive pioneer collector. However, 
a number of months ago it was in 
the temporary possession of another 
party and there were possibilities of 
it being offered for sale. While it 
cannot, strictly speaking, be classed 
as a new discovery, circumstances 
have at least brought the bank out in 
the open to a limited degree. 


The Trick Savings Bank is a 
simple, unpretentious little mechan- 
ical bank which, to the best of the 
writer’s knowledge, can be classed 
as a new find. It is a small rectan- 
gular shaped wooden box with a 
black tin front drawer in one end. 
On opening the drawer a circular 
section is exposed and a coin is de- 
posited therein. Close the drawer 
and open it again and the coin has 
disappeared. This action is similar 
to that of several other mechanical 
banks such as the Presto and Give 
Me A Penny Bank. On the under- 
side of the bank is a paper label 
which contains the following infor- 
mation: 

— Trick Savings Bank — 
This bank should be opened by 
skill and not by force. 
TRY IT 


Patented May 24, 1892 by C. Tollner. 
It may be well to explain that there 
is no coin trap on this bank ‘for the 
removal of coins and there is no ap- 
parent way to get the coins out once 
they are in the bank. There is a 
trick involved so that the drawer 
may be removed and the coins can 
be taken out through the opening 
which normally accommodates the 
drawer.

A Glossary of 
Enamels 


PART III 
By GRACE KALER 


FIGURES 
Enamel figures were fused to plain 
backgrounds, and plain figures were 


combined with enamel backgrounds. 

The oldest examples are in the Treas- 
ury of Conques (Avignon), in Southeast 
France, famous for its examples of gold- 
smiths’ work: a 9th century reliquary, 
and a 10th century statue of St.Foy; 
also the copper chest of Boniface, 13th 
century, one of the earliest examples of 
champleve enameling. 

By the middle of the 13th century, 
enameled figures on a reserved back- 
ground had disappeared, and enamels 
became accessories — used for back- 
grounds, with figures engraved or carv- 
ed. 

The first style had continued from 
about 1107 to 1240. The second was pro- 
longed until the decadence of champleve 
enameling. 

The very finest examples of enameled 
figures are those with foliage back- 
grounds, which appeared about 1170. 


FINIGUERRA, MASO (1426-1464) 

Florentine goldsmith and enameler of 
the Renaissance. His pax of the Cruci- 
fixion, made for the Baptistery in Flor- 
ence, was his masterpiece—in a combin- 
ation of niello, enamel, and silver (1452). 

It is believed that Finiguerra may have 
worked with Ghiberti on the bronze 


doors of the Baptistery.

FIRING 

The firing of enamels, unlike that of 
glass or pottery, requires only a few 
seconds to several minutes. After the 
enamel paste is evenly applied to the 
design on the metal base, in thickness 
sufficient to merely cover, the work is 
dried in front of the furnace. 

When quite dry, it is placed gently on 
a fire-clay or iron shelf—for the enamel] 
at this point is very fragile—and intro- 
duced carefully into the muffle of the 
furnace, which is heated to a bright 
red. As soon as the enamel becomes 
glazed, the work is removed from the 
furnace. 


FISHER, ALEXANDER (1864-1936) 

A distinguisned English enameler, best 
known for his realistic portraits and his 
figurative subjects. He excelled in com- 
bining precious metals and jewels with 
the Limoges type of painted enamels. 
His work is marked by a preference for 
opalescent colors. There are, in this 
country, many splendid examples of his 


work, 
FLUX 


The base of enamel—a clear, colorless, 
vitreous compound, It is composed of 
silica, red lead, and potash. This flux 
or base—termed fondant in France—is 
colored by the addition of oxides of 
metals, while in a state of fusion, which 
stain the flux throughout its mass. 


FRENCH ENAMELS 

France, always noted for its richness 
in metals, including gold, gave special 
significance to enamelwork. Great quan- 
tities of champleve enamels were pro- 
duced at Limoges, in central France, in 
the 12th, 18th, and later centuries. Best 
known are the painted enamels from 
this section, referred to as Limoges 


enamels. 
FRIT 


A term given to enamel 
still a mass of flux. 


GALLIC ENAMELS 

Extant examples of Gallic enamelwork 
indicate that the Gauls, in the ancient 
region of Western Europe, used enamels 
to enhance ornaments for personal adorn- 
ment, and to decorate horse trappings. 
Several vessels with enamelwork appear 
to have been made there in the 2nd or 
3rd century A.D. 


GERMAN ENAMELS 


The art of enameling was introduced 
in Germany in the 10th century, by a 
Byzantine princess, when she was mar- 
ried to King Otto II. Characteristic of 
the early German enamels was _ the 
strong Byzantine influence. The same 
methods and designs were used in mon- 
astery after monastery, all along the 
valleys of the Rhine and the Meuse. 


GERONA ENAMELS 


In the 14th century, the basse-taille 
style of enameling spread from Italy 
and France to Spain. Extraordinary 
elaborately enameled processional crosses 
were made at Gerona, in Northeast 


Spain. 
GLASS 

There is a diversity of enamelwork in 
which the base is of hard glass. This 
is exemplified in the beautiful Arab 
mosque lamps of the 13th century—also 
im some decorated glassware from other 
countries. The body of the vessel is 
glass, and is ornamented by patterns 
painted in more fusible (softer) glass, 


while it is 


-and fired in a furnace. 


GRANULATED ENAMELS 

In granulated enamels, the grains are 
similar in size to the granules in fine 
gold granulation. The minute beads of 
enamel not only enrich the texture, they 
also lend a _ striking iridescence. Re- 
markable modern granulated enamels are 
created by German enamelers. 


GRAVIATA 
A type of enamelwork on porcelain, 
graviata was a specialty of the Ch’ien 
Lung enamelers in China during the 18th 
century. A covering of opaque famille 
rose enamel was diapered with incised 
scroll- work. 
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GRECIAN ENAMELS 
On some of the Grecian jewelry of the 
5th century B.C. there is unmistakable 
evidence that the art of enameling was 
coming into favor. 


GRISAILLE 

Derived from the French gris, mean- 
ing gray, grisaille denotes a type of 
enameling which is made by fusing var- 
ious thicknesses of opaque white enamel 
to an opaque black background. 

Extensively employed by Limoges 
enamelers, this technique involves the 
knowledge of anatomical structure and 
three-dimensional representation. It is 
the process of building up a shaded 
quality to the areas of black by adding 
opaque white, sometimes thickly, and 
sometimes thinly enough for the black 
beneath to show through. 

A slight sense of relief was obtained, 
and a great degree of light and shadow. 
Sometimes little touches of color were 
added, and gold. Many examples, in this 
more difficult medium, show tremendous 
technical ability. 

GUELPHS 

The princely German family of Guelphs 
assembled a treasure of the very finest 
enamels in Germany. The collection was 
started in the llth century, when Count- 
ess Gertrudis I presented a cross, in 
memory of her husband, to the Cathedral 
of St. Blasius. Additions continued to be 
made to this unique treasure until the 
middle of the 16th century. 


HARD ENAMELS 


Enamels are termed hard when the 
temperature required to fuse them is 
very high, 1500 degrees F. to 1700 degrees 
F. 


HATCHING 
A series of incised lines, generally par- 
allel, on the base-plate of an enamel. 
These markings are useful in shading 
the colors of translucent enamels; also 
in modeling the designs, as in basse- 
taille enameling. 


HIGH-FIRE ENAMEL 


An enamel which becomes fused at 
1600 degrees F., or a slightly higher 
temperature, 


HILLIARD, NICHOLAS (1537-1619) 


An English goldsmith and painter of 
miniatures, who did fine enamel minia- 
tures. He was court painter to Queen 
Elizabeth and James I, King of England. 
The first true miniaturist in England, 
Hilliard was self-taught. 

An exhibition of 101 of his miniatures 
was held in the Victoria and Albert 


Museum, London, in 1947.

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HIRATI, DONIN (1591-1646) 

An enameler who represented the best 
cloisonne artists of a new period in 
Japan, beginning at the end of the 16th 
century. After studying the art in Korea, 
in the early 17th century, he was com- 
missioned by the Tokugawa Shogunate 
to create cloisonne enamels, which were 
used chiefly in decorating sword guards. 

Hirati’s family continued to make fine 
enamels until the late 19th century, 
employing both the cloisonne and cham- 
pleve techniques. 


HUNGARIAN ENAMELS 

Hungarian silver work has certain dis- 
tinctive features, and shows various out- 
side influences at different periods. A 
conspicuous feature of ecclesiastical 
work, especially on chalices, is the rich- 
ly colored enamelwork of the second half 
of the 16th century and the first half 
of the 17th, introduced probably by 
Venetian goldsmiths. 


ICON 


This word is borrowed from the Rus- 
sian ikona, and implies a religious rep-

The style of the work 
is Byzantine. Icons are usually of small 
size. 

INDIA 

Enameling attained a renowned repu- 
tation in Northern India. Enamelers 
from Lahore were brought by the Ma- 
haraja Man Singh to Jaipur in the 16th 
century. And enamels were extensively 
employed in various styles of ornament 
in the 17th and 18th centuries on gold 
and silver. 

The East Indian was unrivaled in the 
delicate quality of champleve enameling 
in arabesque designs of elaborate ele- 
gance. 


INLAYING 

From early dynastic times in Sumeria 
(before 2500 B.C.), and in Egypt, crafts- 
men inlaid fragments of colored stones 
as an enrichment of their finger-rings, 
bracelets, and pendants. Pieces of col- 
ored pottery, lapis lazuli, and red and 
green chalcedony were also used as in- 
lays. 

In the 18th century B.C. a goldsmith 
in Cyprus discovered that pieces of 
colored glass could be inlaid and fused 
in position. A thousand years later the 
use of enameling had become rather 
generally known. 


INSCRIPTIONS 


Chinese enamels sometimes bear in- 
teresting inscriptions as a part of the 
decorative design, particularly examples 
from the Ch’ien Lung period (1736-1795). 
Imperial cloisonne vases are inscribed 
with panels of poems composed by the 
Emperor, Ch’ien Lung. His poetic writ- 
ings enhance important cloisonne panels 
and screens of the period. 

An immense imperial cloisonne panel 
of upright rectangular form (61 in x 
323%, in.) portrays pagodas in a wooded 
mountainous landscape, with an ances- 
tral hall in the background; the sky 
portion of the design includes a long 
poem by Emperor Ch’ien Lung.

Paperweight Buttons 
Another Artist in Glass 


Since my article about Modern 
Paperweights pppenres in HOBBIES, 
February, 1961, I have learned about 
another “old time” glass-blower, who 
has made buttons in recent years. 

Jacques Israel was born in Pitts- 
burgh in 1889, and has been a profes- 
sional glass-blower for the past 50 
years. When he was a boy, he 
watched an exhibition of glass-blow- 
ing at the J. T. Hamilton Company, 
in his native city. Then and there, 
he resolved to become a glass-blower 
himself, and he did. 


Besides doing laboratory work, he | 


has made desk paperweights and 
many other glass novelties (vases, 
pitchers, birds, animals, ships, slip- 
pers, etc.) as well as buttons and 
miniature objects of various kinds. 

He has also conducted lecture- 
demonstrations on the art and 
science of glass-blowing before many 
different groups. And he has had 
his work exhibited at the Rochester 
Museum of Arts and Sciences. 

In 1947 Mr. Israel conducted a 
school of ornamental glass-blowing 
for disabled veterans. 

Actually glass-blowing is for the

dedicated few. Those who would 
succeed’ in it must combine a love of 
beauty with long practice, endless 
hours’ of work, patience, and a con- 
stant striving for the technical know- 
how which that work requires. 

Mr. Israel’s paperweight buttons 
are of different types, including Rib- 
bon, Latticinio, Sulphide, and Candy 
Cane. He also created comic buttons, 
and made renditions of classical 
heads and busts. Like Mr. Weinman, 
he used goldstone effectively. 

He also agrees with Mr. Weinman 
that good colored glass is hard to 
get, nowadays. Too often it loses 
all or most of its color when it: is 
subjected to a certain degree of heat. 

The buttons illustrated exemplify 
some of Mr. Israel’s characteristic 
styles. (Photography cannot do jus- 
tice to. paperweight buttons; it can 
only hint-at their unique charm.) 

It is interesting to compare but- 
tons made by different glass-blowers. 
One notes how each workman has his 
own specialties and makes his own 
individual adaptations of recognized 
paperweight types. 

But all paperweight buttons have 


one thing in common: they are beau- 
tiful. So it is easy to understand 
why they are among thé most popu- 
lar of modern buttons. . Because’ of 
them, collectors have learned to ap- 
preciate the art of  glass- blowing, 
and the skill and artistic integrity 
of the men who practice it. 

If it were not for these men, the 
hobby of button collecting would lack 
some of its most fascinating buttons. 
The makers of paperweights and.of 
the buttons which imitate them truly 
deserve the title of Artists in Glass. 


* Mr. Israel retired in 1953, and is not 
making buttons at the present time.

THE ROLOFFS GET AN IDEA; 
U. S. SAVES $10,000 A DAY 
(Editorial in the Milwaukee, Wis., 
Journal, August 9, 1961) 

Senator Proxmire has achieved a 
nice little piece of business for the 
taxpayers. He found the treasury 
still dutifully and dumbly holding 
$98 million in reserve, as required by 
law, to redeem old currency. Now 
President Kennedy has signed the 
Proxmire bill repealing that law. 

The reserve was to cover any of 
the old style big bills that might 
stil! turn up 32 years after their 
issuance ceased, plus any 1929-’34 
gold certificates still redeemable in 
gold. This was superfluous now be- 
cause most of that currency never 
will turn up at this late date, and 
any that does can be redeemed in- 
stead with new currency, as the new 
law provides. 

In a deficit situation, as now, the 
effect of liquidating that reserve is 
to reduce federal borrowing require- 
ments accordingly. And the interest 
that the government won’t have to 
pay on the 98 million that it doesn’t 
have to borrow is a tidy $10,000 a 
day or there-abouts. A bureaucrat 
or congressman who had thought of 
that would be considerably more 
than earning his keep. 

But Proxmire frankly credits two 
constituents, Walter and Lillie Ro- 
loff of Birchwood, Washburn county, 
for giving him the idea. Having 
read somewhere about this old cur- 
reney reserve, it occurred to them 
which apparently had not to anybody

National Museum, Dublin. 
IRO-NABESHIMA 
(enameled Nabeshima) 

A Japanese porcelain, produced in the 
Okochi kiln, which was the kiln of Lord 
Nabeshima of Saga Province. Nabe- 
shima ware from the Kyoho period (1716- 
1735) probably represents the peak of 
Japanese ceramics. 

The clay used was the very finest, 
the glazes, red, green, and yellow, were 
Strikingly brilliant. The designs are of 
two types—realistic and abstract—usually 
on flat dishes of various sizes. 

Exceptionally elegant are the enameled 
examples of Nabeshima ware. 

ITALIAN ENAMELS 

Enamel colors were applied to glass 
vessels in Venice in the 15th century. 

The enamelers of Northern Italy seem 
to have adapted this technique in cre- 
ating a new process known as painted 
enameling. The term is misleading, as 
the result was not achieved by the 
brush but with a spatula or point. 

It is significant that the style and 
system of production in North Italy 
remained quite distinct from the style 
in France. The Italian enamelers bor- 
rowed their subjects from painters of 
the North Italian schools, while in Li- 
moges the sources of most subjects were 
Flemish and German prints.

One of the most interesting and 
unusual styles of jewelry worn in 
any period of history was the hair 
jewelry of the Victorian era. Shown 
here is an expression of sentiment 
from a by-gone period, a necklace of 
golden hair, which can be seen in 
the Museum of the Chicago Histori- 
cal Society. 

The necklace consists of a hair 
chain that is flat and is about half 
an inch in width. The gold center 
ornament of rosettes has three tas- 
sel-like drops. The delightful fas- 
tener (once termed a “locket”) is in 
the shape of tiny clasped hands. 

Hair had been used in jewelry be- 
fore the Victorian period. During 
the 18th century snippings (locks) 
of hair had been inserted into pen- 
dants and rings. 

The uses of hair in jewelry became 
more varied during the 19th century. 
The hair of sweethearts and family 
members was knotted into intricate 
patterns. Brooches, bracelets, ear- 
rings, and chains were most popular 
during the years preceding the Civil 
War, especially from 1840 to 1860. 
This necklace is dated 1840-1850. 

Some of the first pieces of hair 
jewelry were made by craftsmen who 
were professional in the “art.” How- 


ever, when the hair in the finished 
products differed in color from the 
hair which had been supplied, doubts 
and fears arose. 


The rumor spread that unscrupu- 
lous craftsmen were substituting 
“‘made-in-advance” pieces of jewelry 
instead of using the hair that was 
sent in for the purpose. Young 
ladies could hardly feel sentimental 
over jewelry made from the hair of 
a stranger. 

The next step was for the ladies 
themselves to take over the making 
of the jewelry. Kits, consisting of 
tweezers, knife and other small tools, 
together with a booklet of patterns 
and directions, appeared on the mar- 
ket. Readers of “HOBBIES” may re- 
call a recent ad which offered for 
sale an antique set of these instru- 
ments and instructions. 

Hair chains were popular’ in 
various widths and styles. Round, 
tightly woven watch-chains had 
delicate gold fittings. Gold-bordered 
pins were set with centers of hair 
so intricately interlaced as to re- 
semble finely carved wood. 

Hair ear-rings gave the appear- 
ance of being woven of small wires. 
One of the charms of hair jewelry 
is that most of it seems to be made 
of leather, metal, or wood, rather 
than of hair. 

Much of the hair jewelry to be 
found is fashioned from brown or 
black hair, so the necklace pictured 
here is a greater rarity because of 
its golden hue. 

One wonders how the hair of men 
could have been long enough to be 
worked into chains. Perhaps those 
19th century beards contributed also. 


The collector who is searching for 
Victorian oddments that are unusual 
and also wearable will find that the 
gold-rimmed brooches with finely 
wrought hair centers are attractive. 
They can be worn as _ interesting 
costume accents today.

was very popular as a minstrel man for 
35 years, being at various times con- 
nected with Haverly’s, Primrose & West, 
Lew Dockstader and Al G. Field. He was 
very popular among his associates, a 
man who won the friendship of all 
whom he met. He was one of the first 
of the famous tenors who sang and 
worked for the old Edison Phonograph 
Company. Six years ago he came to 
Utica as one of the first of the cabaret 
entertainers here, and he had been heard 
by thousands in Utica and vicinity. Two 
years ago his health failed and he re- 
tired from the entertainment business 
and accepted a position as clerk in the 
Metropolitan Hotel, where he could still

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meet many of his friends in the theatri- 
cal profession. He was buried in Forest 
Hill Cemetery. He is survived by a 
brother.”’ 

The death certificate shows Natus 
was born March 1, 1860, and was 
single. He died at 12 noon, April 
21, when he was 57 years, one month 
and 20 days of age. Dr. E. Leroy 
Wilson, of Oneida County Hospital, 
gave the cause of death as diabetes 
mellitus, for which he had been treat- 
ing Natus since March 3. 

The certificate said Natus had 
lived in New York State for 35 years 
and his last address was the Me- 
tropolitan Hotel in Utica. His oc- 
cupation was listed as actor. He 
was buried April 24. The name of 
his surviving brother was not given. 

It will be seen that, like Vernon 
Dalhart, who was just becoming 
known as a recording artist when 
Natus died, the one-time minstrel 
tenor spent his last working days 
as a hotel clerk. 

I wonder if, during those final 
weeks in the hospital, Natus gave 
much thought to the time when he 
had been a singing star and recorded 
duets with Arthur Collins, who had 
remained a popular recording artist 
and was a member of the Record Ma- 
kers troupe. 

As HOBBIES for April, 1957, 
shows, Collins was with the Record 
Makers, later the Eight Famous 
Victor Artists, when they gave a 
concert in Pulaski, Va., just nine 
days before Natus’s death. On the 
day he died the troupe was on tour 
in Pennsylvania. 

Probably it didn’t occur to Natus 
that his career would interest a later 
generation and anyone would go to 
the trouble, as I have, of trying to 
find out all that could be learned 
about him. 

I’m sure, though, he would have 
been pleased if he could have known 
he would not be forgotten and that, 
although his old records are growing 
scarce, some would still be preserved 
and played almost a half century 
after his death.

NEWS OF 1861 


The events and moods of Civil War 
days are recreated again in reprints 
of various issues of the Richmond 
Enquirer, called by many the “Voice 
of the Confederacy.” 

It is interesting to note the for- 
mat of the old newspapers.,In size 
the Enquirer measured 18” wide by 
23” long as opposed to 14” wide and 
22” long, the size of the Chicago 
Tribune today. They did not go in 
for bold large headlines as present 
papers do. Articles were longer and 
tended to a more narrative style 
than today’s style of newswriting. 

An excerpt from the August 18, 
1861 issue concerning the Pony Ex- 
press follows. 

“Fort Kearney, August 6. — The 
pony express passed this point at 
8 o’clock this afternoon, with San 
Francisco dates of July 27. 

“The pony express arrived yester- 
day with Eastern dates to the 18th 
inst. 

“The overland mail continues to 
arrive regularly. The price of pas- 
sage from Sacramento to St. Joseph 
has been fixed at $150... .” 

Pretty fancy prices for pre-infla- 
tionary days, we would say. 

A notice for a runaway slave 
reads as follows: “$100 Reward For 
the delivery to me of my carriage 
driver, Beverly. He is 27 years old; 
color black; six feet high; face cov- 
ered with short beard and mous- 
tache; large eye-brows and curling 
eye-lashes. He probably travels in 
a dark grey mixed summer coat, or 
blue cloth, with brass. buttons and 
carpet bag. He says he has read 
Shakespeare, and may travel with a 
forged pass, and shave off his beard 
when he reads this. He has relatives 
at Dr. R. H. Stewart’s in King 
George, and Mrs. Dr. Frank Talia- 
ferro’s in Orange, with whom he has 
been recently corresponding by let- 
ter. His object being evidently to 
escape, he is doubtless lurking about 
the shore of the Potomac, or making 
his way Northward, and may be 
about our encampments. The above 
reward will be paid if caught over 
50 miles from Fredericksburg, other- 
wise $50.

Most of the news is concerned with 
the progress of the war. Eyewitness 
accounts of engagements are given 
and run on at some length. The 
news, aS one may imagine, is rather 
biased in favor of the South. How- 
ever, in spite of getting a one-sided 
view of the war, it is almost like 
being there when it happened. Truly 
reading these reprints makes one 
feel as if he were an eyewitness to 
history in the making.

In this alphabetically arranged, 
carefully indexed work are the facts 
a collector of antique pattern glass 
needs. It “covers all standard pat- 
tern glass collectibles from their 
19th century beginnings down thru 
the 20th, to approximately 1915.” 


Drawings show the patterns. De- 
tailed identifying features, glass 
characteristics, and manufacturing 
facts accompany the pictures, as to 
range of pieces made, colors, wheth- 
er 2, 8, 4, or 5 part molds were 
used, etc. What company made the 
pattern, when, and where are giv- 
en, if known. 

Fascinating glass facts are tucked 
in. Why a silvery sheen is in much 
old flint Bellflower. Why Heart 
glass has no manganese discolora- 
tion. Who invented Westward Ho. 
What pattern commemorated Gen- 
eral Custer. Why Hobnail required 
many-hinged molds. When Satin 
glass was first made in America 
and how. Why ruby color and stain- 
ing added to price. What “pigeon’s 
blood glass” is. 

Pictures of Lee patterns not 
shown in the original Kamm books 
are given in Addendas at the end of 
both volumes. Mrs. Kamm’s refer- 
ences to other glass books—Lee, Mil- 
lard, McKearin, have generally been 
retained. 


Volume II gives a listing of “TIri- 
descent (Carnival) Glass,” both that 
originally included as clear in this 
Encyclopedia, and that in Larry 
Freeman’s “Iridescent Glass.” It to- 
tals 130 Carnival patterns. 


The Commemorative Memorial last 
page shows the eight pitchers used 
as the frontispieces for Mrs. Kamm’s 
“Pitcher Books.” 


This is a wonderful survey of the 
antique pattern glass field in quick, 
easy to find arrangement, in two 
handy sized attractively bound books.

Revolving smoothly through the 
years, the varied facets of “The 
Sound of Fame” take you from pris- 
tine oratory to the electrical piano 
solos. Here are the first words 
Thomas Alva Edison spoke into the 
phonograph. 

Here, too, is the unerring pro- 
phecy of Sir Arthur Sullivan: “For 
myself I can only say that I am 
astonished and somewhat terrified 
at the result of this evening’s ex- 
periment. Astonished at the wonder- 
ful form you have developed and 
terrified at the thought that so 
much hideous and bad music will be 
put on records forever! .. .’ 

The magnetic Sophie Tucker is re- 
corded in one of her unforgettable 
hits, “Some of These Days” (issued 
with Miss Tucker’s permission). An- 
other is of Sir Harry Lauder’s 
“Roamin’ In the Gloamin’,” and the 
ever-popular Collins and Harlan, and 
other entertainers of note are here. 

Passing on to the long-hair group, 
I’m glad the Rachmaninoff Liszt’s 
Second Rhapsody was included. If 
you don’t have the original, which 
took all of three sides to record, 
you'll be amazed—to put it mildly— 
at the individuality of Rachmanin- 
off’s version, including the unbe- 
lievable cadenza. 

Obviously, the three soprano solos 
were chosen for their excellence. And 
as for Rosenthal—aside from his 
pianistic prowess, his bands make 
one wish Mr. Edison had kept on 
making electrical recordings. Good- 
ness only knows what paragons of 
recorded sound we would now have 
to write about. 

One discordant note, but it is un- 
avoidable that it be made—the pitch. 
I know little about the popular side, 
but Side II is not all properly in 
tune—and that is not befitting Mr.

Columbus, Washington, 
and Uncle Sam Bottles 


By ARTHUR G. PETERSON 


Three patented bottle designs of 
historical personages are of unusual 
interest. 

The Columbus Bottle has a bust 
figure designed to represent the head 
and shoulders of Christopher Colum- 
bus. It was patented in 1891, by 
Diwitz Etienne of New York City, 
presumably for use in connection 
with the Columbian Exposition in 
1892. 

The body of the bottle is in the 
form of a pedestal, see A in the 
illustration, with a crown or cap, 
C, supporting the bust, B. 

Designs of George Washington 
were used on various bottles and 
other articles, relatively few of 
which were patented. 

An interesting and unusual design 
for a glass bottle was patented in 
1876 by Edward Newman of Phila- 
delphia, in which the body, a, is in 
the form of a bust of Washington. 

The body of the bottle is mounted 
on “a pedestal, b, and it constitutes 
the mouth and neck of the bottle.” 
At the base of the bust, as at c, 
according to the patentee, “there 
may be blown the word ‘Washing- 
ton’.” 

The Uncle Sam Bottle Design was 
patented by George A. Flaccus of 
Wheeling, W. Va., in 1898. Flaccus 
is a familiar name to many collec- 
tors of covered dishes with animal- 
design covers and other unusual ar- 
ticles, such as the Steer’s Head fruit 
jar. 

It is of some interest to note 
that the design patent for the Uncle 
Sam Bottle was issued less than a 
month after the application for it 
was filed. Not all things move faster 
today than in the horse-and-buggy 
days. 

The patentee described his design 
as representing “Uncle Sam — 
standing in an upright position on a 
pedestal and wearing a hat which 
forms the mouth of the bottle. — The 
mouth of the bottle being closed by 
a capsule, which gives an added fin- 
ished appearance to the hat.” 

“Uncle Sam” is represented with 
‘Jong black hair and whiskers,” a 
long-tailed coat decorated with stars, 
a “piccadilly collar,” a string tie, 
and striped trousers. The gun, grip- 
ped in the left hand, may have been 
intended to symbolize eternal vigi- 
lance as the price of liberty.

A Collection of 
BRIDE’S BASKETS 
(See Cover) 


Someone once said that “the true 
collector is the collector of the beau- 
tiful.” That being a logical con- 
clusion, then we may say that Mrs. 
Fletcher Ford of Los Angeles, Calif., 
is a true collector. 


She collects Bride’s Baskets, those 
appropriate and deluxe wedding gifts 
of yesteryear. In fact, it has been 
said that Mrs. Ford .coined the 
phrase, “Bride’s Baskets,” when she 
first started to collect her memen- 
toes in art glass a few years ago. 
They were well named, for they 
were used mostly as wedding gifts 
for favorite friends, nieces, grand- 
daughters, and daughters. 

Twelve Bride’s Baskets from the 
incomparable Ford collection are 
shown on the cover of this issue. A 
few more from this collection are 
illustrated on this page. While only 
a small part of the whole, they are 
representative. 

Fortunately, for the world of art 
and history, there are people like 
Mrs. Ford, who in this hurried, su- 
personic age, take time: to hunt out 
and preserve the artistry of the 
painter, the glass blower, and the 
silversmith (yes, the standards and 
holders are works of art, too), who 
lived in an age when time moved on 
at a slower pace. 


Some have traveled far to see the 
beauties and wonders of the Garden 
of Allah and the Vale of Kashmir. 
But the Fords live their daily lives 





surrounded with a fiesta of color and 
art, probably unexcelled in our time.

Stamps Around 
the World 


By HERMAN HERST, Jr. 


The collecting of stamps, not by 
country, issue or year, but by sub- 
ject matter, is a branch of philately 
which is probably the fastest grow- 
ing hobby today. 

“Topical collecting,” as it is called, 
has always been with us, but as more 
and more countries compete for the 
philatelist’s dollars, the number who 
collect topically continues to in- 
crease. 

At the present moment, collections 
of fauna and flora seem to lead all 
the rest. Modern day stamp printing 
methods lend themselves to the pro- 
duction of beautiful sets of stamps 
picturing such things as butterflies, 
wildflowers, animals, insects and 
fish. Many countries, notably the 
Portuguese Colonies, Switzerland and 
Hungary have put out many differ- 
ent sets of these. 

There are many other popular sub- 
jects. Many engineers collect stamps 
showing bridges; numerous doctors 
collect stamps with medical motifs, 
such as hospitals, people who have 
contributed to medicine, and even 


plants from which drugs are ob-, 


tained. Boy Scout and Red Cross 

collecting are two extremely popular 

fields of interest. 
* * * 

It has been said many times that 
the solitary collector misses half the 
fun of collecting. It certainly is 
true that a hobbyist, whatever he 
may collect, who shares his hobby 
with others gets far more from it 
than would otherwise be the case. 

Most cities and towns have stamp 
clubs; others could easily have a 
club if someone were energetic 
enough to start one. And there is 
no better nor less expensive way to 
add to one’s collection than to swap 
duplicates with someone else. No 
money need change hands, and both 
collections will be the better for it. 

As a rule, newspapers will be 
happy to give space to those wishing 
to start a stamp club, as will radio 
stations. Often the local Y.M.C.A., 
Town Hall or Public Library will 
lend space until the club is on its 
feet, and has a treasury. In every 
case the public school will be avail- 
able for students who wish to or- 
ganize their own club. 

Inquiry at the local post office 
will often bring the names of others 
in the town who collect stamps, who 
for one reason or another may not 
have shared their philatelic interests 
with others, simply because they felt 
that there were no others of similar 
inclinations about. 


NEWS FROM 
WASHINGTON 


The 4-cent Frederic Remington 
Centennial commemorative stamp, to 
be first placed on sale at Washing- 
ton, D. C., on October 4, 1961, will 
feature a portion of an oil painting 
(cirea 1909) entitled “The Smoke 
Signal,” which is the property of 
the Amon Carter Museum of West- 
ern Art, Fort Worth, Tex. 

The Remington stamp will be 
printed on the Giori presses in gra- 
dations of blue, red and yellow, in 
panes of fifty, L-type perforated. 
An initial order of 100 million has 
been placed. The reference to “L- 
type” perforation does not imply 
that perforations are applied to two 
sides of each stamp at a time, but 
rather that the printed sheets go 
through the perforating device one 
way, and then are moved at a right 
angle for another perforating opera- 
tion. 

Collectors desiring first day cancella- 
tions of the 4-cent Frederic Remington 
commemorative stamp may send addres- 
sed envelopes, together with remittance 
to cover the cost of the stamps to be 
affixed, to the Postmaster, Washington 
13, D. C. Each envelope must be marked, 


in pencil, in the upper right corner in- 
dicating the number of stamps to be 
affixed (singles, pairs, blocks, ete.). 


An enclosure of medium weight should 
be placed in each envelope and the flap 
either turned in or sealed. The outside 
envelope to the Postmaster should be 
clearly marked ‘First Day Covers Rem- 
ington Stamp.” 

Collectors are cautioned 
for first day covers must not include 
requests for uncanceled stamps. Rem- 
ington first day cover requests must be 
postmarked before midnight September 
29, 1961, Requests postmarked after that 
date will be returned unserviced.

President Kennedy recently in- 
formed Vice President Chen Cheng 
of the Republic of China that the 
United States will issue a_ special 
postage stamp on October 10, 1961, 
to mark the 50th anniversary of the 
Chinese revolution, which culminated 
in the establishment of the Republic 
of China. 

The President expressed the hope 
that issuance of this stamp will serve 
as a continuing reminder to the 
people of Free China, to the millions 
on the mainland of China, and to 
the thousands who have fled Com- 
munist tyranny, of the continuing 
interest of the American government 
and people.

eration Deep Freeze 62. 

Covers will be accepted for postmark- 
ing at Byrd and South Pole stations and 
from the several ships of the supply 
force that operate a Navy post office. 
No covers should be submitted to the 
ships which do not have postal facilities. 

One cover only may be submitted to 
each station (Byrd and South Pole) and 
not more than three covers may be sub- 
mitted to each participating ship. 

To obtain a postmark from Byrd and 
South Pole stations, place two addressed 
envelopes with -United States postage 
affixed, or accompanied by an _ Inter- 
national Reply Coupon for each cover 
requested, in an envelope and mail 
them to: Deep Freeze Philatelic Mail, 
U.S. Naval Construction Battalion Cen- 
ter, Davisville, East Greenwich, R. I. 

One cover will be sent to Byrd Sta- 
tion, the other to South Pole station for 
postmarking. If a cancellation is desired 
from only one station, indicate on the 
lower left hand corner of the cover the 
postmark desired, ‘‘Byrd’’ or “Pole.” 

The covers must be mailed in time to 
reach East Greenwich, R. I., by October 
15, 1961. The covers will probably be 
postmarked during the Antarctic winter 
and be returned between October 1962 
and April 1963. Some of the covers may 
be returned during the current operat- 
ing season. 

If you desire postmarks from the par- 
ticipating ships, place not more than 
three addressed envelopes with United 
States postage affixed, or accompanied 
by sufficient International Reply Cou- 
pons, in an envelope and mail them to: 
Deep Freeze Philatelic Mail, (the name 
of the ship from which postmark is de- 
sired) (the Fleet Post Office address).

We highly approve the current 
German issuance of stamps com- 
memorating the great artists, inven- 
tors and _ thinkers, rather’ than 
warriors or politicians. 

The world will react to such names 
as Gutenberg, Luther, Bach, Kant, 
Goethe, Schiller, Beethoven and Ein- 
stein that are to be included in the 
new series. 

Some may scratch their heads over 
Durer, issued in June, for Durer has 
not become a household word by 
popular knowledge of his works of 
art. Durer might be called “the 
artist’s artist” since it was he who 
first clearly expressed the theory 
and practice of perspective and many 
mathematical and philosophical con- 
cepts as basic in art today. 

In the great immigration of Ger- 
man people into the rich lands of 
Middle Americana the German 
people became generally character- 
ized as thrifty and extremely “prac- 
tical” people. To them is attributed 
the old Americana theory that, 
“Barns will build houses, but houses 
will never build barns.” 

But check the old “German” cities 
of America, such as St. Louis or 
Cincinnati, and yout will find steady 
centers of music, art and science in 
general. 

In the long march of history, Ger- 
many rates as a very young nation, 
formed by Bismarck out of scat- 
tered people. But somehow there 
seems to be a steady foundation for 
the various arts and sciences that 
the new series of stamps commem- 
orate. 

—— 

In the hundred years from 1860 
to 1960 the center of population of 
the U.S.A. moved from south central 
Ohio to south central Illinois, one 
county or so south of west of where 
it was in 1950. In another 100 
years we do not expect it to move 
so very far from where it is today. 

Rainfall, mineral deposits, and soil 
have been, and probably will con- 
tinue to be the determinants of popu- 
lation all over the world. 

In spite of the great population 
growth during the past decade in 
the west and in the south, we see 
no present trends that will carry 
the center much farther west in the 
future. 


We have a feeling that in the fu- 
ture world, France is to play a 
significant role. For a hundred and 
fifty years France has been the 
European dog that everybody kicked 
around. So the general feeling seems 
to be that France is really small 
potatoes in the modern world. But 
look out! 

After the financial collapse of the 
great French empire, and the Revolu- 
tion, France had but a few decades 
for improvement before the great 
German expansion movements ex- 
tending from 1870 to 1945 began. 
In each of these three movements 
France was the nearest neighbor to 
be bowled over rapidly. 

France is today the center of 
Western Europe. Her people have 
had the opportunity in perfect free- 
dom to evaluate fully the various 
movements in the world today. They 
are in no geographical position, and 
in no mental condition, to be bowled 
over suddenly again. 

—_Oo — 

Some of the old time teachers of 
“orammar” of fifty years ago must 
shift uneasily in their graves at what 
the schools have been doing to their 
favorite study in recent years. 

Fifty years ago you simply could 
not really start your education until 
you had mastered the scientific mys- 
teries of pronouns, prepositions, ad- 
verbs, interjections, and all of the 
tricks and dives that tenses could 
give to verbs. Today, somehow, the 
school child is permitted to absorb 
simply those technical ideas in the 
process of learning to read and write 
about interesting things. Today the 
speech we hear on the street, and 
see in writing, is somehow “correct” 


even according to old technical prin- 


ciples of grammar. How come? 

We have a feeling that fifty years 
ago America was going through a 
stage of pride in education in which 
the “educated” were separated from 
the “uneducated” by precision in un- 
important details. With greatly im- 
proved education today we pay less 
attention to “Education” with a capi- 
tal E than we did before. Today the 
test of education is understanding. 

Today we are gradually working 
our way out of the complexities of 
grammar to a quicker and more 


direct mastery of foreign languages. 


We read recently that the mother 
of the Marx brothers was a sister 
of “Mister Shean” that old time 
vaudeville partner of “Mister Gal- 
lagher.” It reminds us that in days 
of earlier Americana there was much 
of family in the history of various 
activities in America, from farming 
to the making of funny faces. 


A generation ago, the theatre was 
probably dominated by the sons and 
daughters of the sons and daugh- 
ters of thespians. Today we have 
an avalanche of new blood even in 
those lines. The circus, shrinking as 
it is today, seems to still have a 
strong family tie with the past. 

Doctors’ sons are still following 
Dad in the family tradition in many 
cases, but the legal profession has 
broken more of the family ties. 

In the field of business it is be- 
coming more and more difficult to 
trace any substantial family resem- 
blance to the names of the older 
and larger companies, 

The old “family” structure of 
America is more and more giving 
way to an impersonal lack of true 
individualism, In Russia they are 
doing such things by design. In 
America we are drifting into the 
same lack of “family” influence. 


—— 


“The very act of painting them 
becomes the best way of seeing 
them,” was the answer of Rembrandt 
to one who asked why the great 
Rembrandt should want to paint so 
many of the people he might see. 
It is easy to look at things without 
really seeing them or beginning to 
understand them. 

There are those who are impressed 
by antiques simply because they 
“look old.” They are something out 
of the past and therefore to be col- 
lected. There are others who notice 
and understand the many small de- 
tails in an antique item. They see 
and understand the history of things 
past in the many, many details they 
notice. These are the people who 
really make antiques a part of his- 
tory, and set the pace for the whole 
race of collectors as a whole.

On Collecting Coins 


Collecting United States coins is 
by far the most popular Numismatic 
hobby in America, Most collectors 
prefer to accumulate sets of dates 
of one or more denominations, 

I think sets of dates of this kind, 
while interesting in the accumula- 
tive stage, can be become monoto- 
nous. If one’s pocket-book is not of 
unlimited range, they also can _ be- 
come impossible. 

Nearly all series contain a few 
pieces so rare, they demand pro- 
hibitively high prices. If one does 
like our series, and most do, a type 
set will give one a fine representa- 
tive collection of all the major varie- 
ties of United States coins and do 
away with the monotony of dupli- 
cation one gets in a date set. 

Here again we come upon the 
difficulty of securing all types as 
many of the early ones are rare. One 
drawback to this is the small num- 
ber of pieces one needs to make ‘up 
a type set. ; 

Coin collectors’ interest is active- 
ly maintained by their ability to 
add to their collection from time to 
time. I have known many collectors 
who have lost interest in their col- 
lections soon after a series comple- 
tion. 

There has been a large increase 
in interest in collecting Foreign coins, 
for many reasons, They can be ac- 
quired reasonably, as is the case 
with Foreign minor and _ copper 
coins, 

There are literally thousands of 
Foreign varieties available, all of 
them very reasonably priced, many 
in beautiful condition. Variety of de- 
sign is almost unlimited. Many chal- 
lenge one’s knowledge to determine 
their source of coinage. 

Perhaps one of the most popular 
series in America is the collection 
of Foreign silver Crowns. They are 
beautiful, silver-dollar-sized coins 
from all parts of the world. They 
date from the 14th, 15th, 16th 17th, 
18th, 19th, and 20th centuries. 

While these are more costly than 
the minor pieces a very small pro- 
portion are of such high value as 
to be classed prohibitive to the aver- 
age collector, As a generality I be- 
lieve one could secure a very repres- 
entative collection of Foreign silver 
Crowns from the 20th century for 
$2.50 to $5 each, 

The 19th century silver ‘Crowns 
cost from $5 to $7.50 each. The 18th 
century rate from $4 to $10 each. 
From the 17th century their cost is 
$4 to $12.50 each. The 16th century 
silver Crowns run from $4 to $12.50

each, and the 15th century from 
$7.50 to $20 each. 

Many collectors collect these by 
centuries alone, completing as near 
as desired each century before com- 
mencing the next. The advantage 
of such a collection is that no two 
coins will be alike, and each is an 
interesting piece by itself. 

A series which has been greatly 
neglected in America until very re- 
cent years is that of Foreign silver 
coins of lower denomination than 
the dollar size. The half, quarter, 
and smaller sized coins of all centu- 
ries have not been sought. 

Now that the search is on, a great 
many ave finding that these are the 
harder to acquire. “Crowns” were 
the most prolific; plus the fact that 
what smaller denominations were 
about, received more use and are 
consequently in poorer condition. 

One of the interesting series col- 
lected today for all denominations 
is that of the Spanish American 
coins. They were struck in Central 
and South America for use throngh- 
out the Western hemisphere. Those 
interesting pieces passed freely as 
current monev here in the United 
States until 1857. 

We can secure the 8 Real coins, 
both nillar and bust type, fairly 
easy. But see what happens when 
one tries to secure the 4 Real or 
half dollar sized coins of the same 
series, or for that matter, the 2 
Real. 1 Real, and % Real coins in 
conditions not worn to pieces. 

Regardless of date, to accumulate 
a type set of one from each ruler 
in extremely fine condition is most 
difficult. I have watched offerings of 
dealers specializing in such coins, 
watched Auction sales fer several 
vears, and am surprised how little 
shows up in this series. I donbt if 
I have seen 25 choice pieces offered 
in the last five years! 

The English collectors have one 
of the most interesting series to col- 
lect. A collection of Crowns, one 


- from each ruler since the first Ed- 


ward VI, 1551, makes a most inter- 
esting set, although not cheap. 

If one were to follow the custom 
of English coin collectors one would 
not collect dates, but rulers, most 
likely Crowns being first and then 
graduating down to the lesser de- 
nominations. England’s longer his- 
tory than ours gives English col- 
lectors a much larger variety 9f 
coins to collect. 

Ten years ago, interest in Can- 
adian coins was very little, but as 
the hobby grew in America, some of 


it brushed off on our neighbors and 
now Canadian coin values closely re- 
semble our own. Being date collec- 
tors we find many dates of great 
rarity which, a few years ago, could 
have been picked up for nearly face 
value, simply due to lack of demand. 

Of course, if one desires to col- 
lect the cream of Foreign coins gold 
is the answer. There are many hun- 
dreds of varieties from all countries 
and all centuries, 

One however should be prepared 
to spend from a minimum of $10 on 
up to as high as you care to go 
for each gold specimen. While this 
may seem high it really is not, for 
a great many of these coins are still 
available at very little over actual 
gold value. 

Another fascinating series is the 
collecting of the “Thalers” or 
“Crowns” of the many German 
states, principalities, and countries. 
There are many hundreds of these 
and they are available at from $2.50 
on up. 

Their designs are very interest- 
ing. The “Wild Man Thalers” cf 
Brunswick Luneberg, depicting a 
prehistoric man with club, clad in 
bear’s-skin. The superb engraving 
and design of the Thalers struck by 
the Teutonic Order of Knights show 
a medieval knight mounted in full 
battle regalia. 

The religious Thaler of Augsberg, 
A.D. 1630, commemorates Martin 
Luther. The Nuremberg Thalers, 
dated at the time of our American 
Revolution, show complete detailed 
views of the city of Nuremberg. 
Such coins have far more interest 
to me than a set of dates.

The 
fourth coin is a small copper coin of 
Leopold II of Belgium. 

Yes, both Treasury coins and coins 
from Federal Reserve are the same.

I got your name through Mrs. 
Rhoades, HOBBIES, The Magazine 
for Collectors. I wrote to ask you, 
as she suggested. She said that you 
are highly regarded. I wanted to 
know, is a 1948 silver penny of any 
possible value?

Thanks in 
advance. Could you send me a list 
of what coins are wanted? I’m an 
amateur. —Mrs. E. G., New York 
Answer: 

At the present time it is illegal to 
have a silver cent or any coin not 
coined in the proper metal. At the 
present there is litigation going on 
about possessing such coins. Until 
this question is settled we can not 
tell what your coins are worth. All 
coins which are rare dates, or which 
are uncirculated, or proof, are in 
demand. To list the dates would take 
too much time.

Nine of your bronze coins are an- 
cient Roman bronzes, large size of 
the early Emperors. The majority 
of these are identified by the ini- 
tials S C on the reverse, standing for 
“Senatus Consulto” (Senate Consult- 
ed). These seem to be in reasonably 
nice condition and as such should re- 
tail for from $1.50 to $2.50 each. 
The small coin with two busts fac- 
ing is a Byzantine bronze of around 
500 to 600 A.D. worth around $2. 
The 1792 brass coin is from France 
a two sou coin of Louis XVI just 
before the French Revolution. One 
of the last minor coins coined by the 
French kings before the Revolution. 
This is quite common, being worth 
only around 25¢.

EARLY ENGLISH 
COLONIAL PRINTINGS 


By PAUL W. SCHMIDTCHEN 


Our topic must naturally start in 
Cambridge, Mass., circa 1639, with 
the issuance of a leaflet called The 
Oath of a Freeman and an Alma- 
nach for the same year. 

Inasmuch as no example of either 
is known to have survived, the 1640 
Whole Booke of Psalms is usually 
listed as our first effort instead. Ele- 
ven copies of this Bay Psalm Book 
have been located and they are, 
therefore, the inimitable jewels of 
our first press. 

According to John Winthrop’s 
Journal we learn in “. . 1639, 1st 
month, A printing house was _ be- 
gun at Cambridge by one Daye, at 
the charge of Mr. Glover, who died 
on seas hitherward.” This J. Glover 
was prima ly instrumental in bring- 
ing to New England the first press 
in 1638 on the good ship, “John of 
London.” oe 

However, it was Stephen Daye, 
even more probably his son, Mat- 
thew, who did the actual printing of 
the early works produced. The title 
since stated was not a large produc- 
tion by any means, consisting as it

did only of 148 leaves and in a very 
small size (4to - 7” by 4%”). Yet, 
a very important undertaking had, 
nonetheless, been initiated, 

The ~ Crowninshield-Stevens-Brin- 
ley-Vanderbilt-Whitney copy sold for 
$151,000 on January 28, 1947. Some 


69 years earlier the same book only ° 


fetched $1,200! You figure out the 
investment return. Naturally, how- 
ever, this rather unique accomplish- 
ment should not be considered a typ- 
ical transaction. 

Earlier still, a copy was sent to 
Engiand for sale at a very nominal 
figure, but was returned unwanted. 
Nevertheless, imagine: the Rev. 
Thomas Prince in 1758 was the 
proud possessor of five copies—al- 
most half of today’s entire remain- 
der. 

This Bay Psalm Book was trans- 
lated by John Eliot, Richard Mather, 
and Thomas Welde, among others. 
It has eight preliminary leaves and 
the text runs from A to Z and Aa 
to L13. It ends with “An Admoni- 
tion to the Reader,” and a final erra- 
ta leaf—in all only 87 sheets, 

Its versifying finds the 
Psalm: 

“O Blessed man, that in th’ advice 
of wicked doeth not walk: 

nor stand in sinner’s way, nor sit 
in chayre of scornful folk. 

But in the law of Jehovah, 

in his longing delight: 
and in his law doth meditate 

by day and eke by night.’’ 


First 


Compare its 23rd Psalm here illus- 
trated with our present version. In 
any case, we know Stephen Daye 
was “the first that set upon print- 
ing.” He was followed by his son 
who died in 1649. He, in turn, was 
succeeded by Samuel Green. The 
press was soon to be established at 
Harvard College itself and was ap- 
parently directly controlled by the 
President thereof. 

From Cambridge, after many of 
our early books were started on their 
way, we next move to Boston with 
Marmaduke Johnson in 1674. How- 
ever, it is with John Foster ‘x 1675 
that we get the first book printed 
there, namely Increase Mather’s The 
Wicked Man’s Portion. 

Philadelphia is our next printing 
port of call and an Almanach enti- 
tled America’s Messenger was sold 
in 1685, This first Philadelphia book 
was published by William Bradford 
who followed an earlier 1682 visit 
from England in the company of 
William Penn, with a printing press 
and his ultimate establishment in 
Pennsylvania in 1685. 

In 1693, this same Bradford set 
up shop in New York by printing 
Philly’s A Paraphrasticall Exposi- 
tion. It may be that his outspoken 
defense of the articulate theologian, 
Keith, had lost him support with the 
Pennsylvania Quaker authorities and 
he consequently eagerly accepted the 
printing privileges granted by New 
York’s Governor Fletcher. Bradford 
continued there until 1744. 

It might be well to break in here 
and set to some semblance of order 
the conflicting claim of what consti-

tutes a so-called first book. For in- 
stance, the 1694 Truth Advanced by 
George Keith (Bradford really be- 
lieved in the man!) is also held to 
be the first book printed in New 
York; its advocates asserting that 
those previous had merely been pam- 
phlets or broadsides. 

So, if proclamations, leaflets, al- 
manacs, and legal enactments are ex- 
cluded, then some of the first-books 
usually mentioned are subject to 
change. Whatever its other merit 
may be, Truth Advanced is certain- 
ly the product of the first paper mill 
established in America. ‘Generally, 
of course, it is true that the first 
year of a press engagement will ven- 
ture only ephemeral commitments. 

In this same vein, we should com- 
ment that neither in the 17th, nor 
in the 18th century was there any 
attempt upon the part of Colonial 
printers to compete with their more 
heavily endowed counterparts across 
the sea. 

The Colonists, moreover, were by 
no means straight-jacketed into their 
thinking by only having available to 
them the products of a ‘Colonial 
press. The intellectual element still 
looked to England and to the Con- 
tinent for titles of more entrancing. 
deliberation, 


Folios and the more esoteric tomes 
were imported cheaper than Boston, 
New York, or Philadelphia duplica- 
tion would permit. Immediate local 
need was undoutedly the sole guide 
for Colonial typographical output. 

Not until the closing decades of 
the 18th century do we note Amer- 
ican production of a pronounced lit- 
erary flavor. 

By 1700, the mentioned three great 
sea-ports were well on their way to 


becoming the major centers of writ- 
ing, reading, printing, and learning. 
And, as it was bound to happen, 
other towns immeshed within this 
trio soon initiated their own at- 
tempts (almost, presumably, by os- 
mosis!) 

Maryland had its Thomas Read- 
ing in Annapolis in 1700; Connecti- 
cut, its Thomas Short in New Lon- 
don, 1709; Rhode Island, its James 
Franklin in Newport, 1727; Vir- 
ginia, its William Parks in Williams- 
burg, 1730. Add to these South Caro- 
lina with its George Webb in 
Charleston, 1731; North Carolina 
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with its James Davis in Newbern, 
1749; New Jersey and its James Par- 
ker in Woodbridge, 1755; New 
Hampshire and its Daniel Fowle in 
Portsmouth, 1756; Delaware with its 
James Adams in Wilmington in 
1761; and so on. 

Again, caution should be given 
anent the term “first printing,” i.e., 
the first permanent press or the ear- 
liest printed accomplishment possi- 
ble. 

Is James Parker in 1755, New 
Jersey’s first printer? Or William 
Bradford in Perth Amboy, 1723? Or 
S. Keimer in Burlington, 1728? 

Is William Parks in 17380, Virgi- 
nia’s first printer? Or William Nut- 
head in 1682? Or F, Maggott in 
1702, (Nuthead’s press in Maryland 
and Virginia is known only by con- 
temporary references to him!) 

Is Thomas Reading in 1700, Mary- 
land’s first printer? Or William Nut- 
head in 1685? Or William Bladen in 
1696? 

Is James Franklin in 1727, Rhode 
Island’s first printer? Or Samuel 
Vernon in 1715? And so it goes. 

We, in this precis, have used the 
more conservative estimate and will 
leave it to the dedicated bibliophile 
to seek and prove any earlier. After 
all, who is there to say that a 1639 
Cambridge Almanach may not short- 
ly be found?

ARMOR FOR THE 
MODERN FIGHTING MAN 


By LT. COL. ROBERT H. RANKIN 


Mention of the word armor usu- 
ally calls to mind ‘Crusaders in mail 
wielding their mighty two-handed 
swords against the Saracen, or of 
knights clad in shining steel charg- 
ing at each other with war hamme1 
and lance. Fighting men have worn 
some sort of armor since times im- 
memorial, One of the earliest rec- 
ords of its use occurs in the Bible, 
I Samuel, 17:38, wherein it is writ- 
ten, “And Saul armed David with 
his armor, and he put a helmet of 
brass upon his head; also he armed 
him with a coat of mail.” This was 
some 3000 years ago. 

As new and improved weapons 
were developed through the years, 
greater emphasis was placed upon 
design and upon the use of various 
metals as defenses against arrows, 
axes, bolts, maces, swords and lances. 
Then with the advent of gunpowder 
the armorer was forced to increase 
the thickness of the armor. This, of 
course, increased its weight. 

It is generally assumed that the 
use of armor ceased with the intro- 
duction of firearms. This is only par- 
tially true. The fact is that tactics 
had more to do with its decline. Con- 
sider that armor reached its highest 
development and was used most ex- 
tensively in the 16th century. This 
was many years after the use of 
gunpowder became common and af- 
ter guns were being used by all ar- 
mies, Armor could undoubtedly have 
been developed to withstand much of 
the gunfire of the time, but it would 
have been too heavy to allow rapid 
maneuvering. As James [ of Eng- 
land (1566-1625) so aptly expressed 
it, armor was a good thing for it 
not only saved the life of the wearer 
but also prevented him from hurt- 
ing anyone. 

The decline of armor actually dates 


from the Thirty Year War (1618- 


1648). During that conflict tactics 
were introduced which involved 
forced marches for surprise attacks. 
Heavy armor was found to be a 
hindrance. Nonetheless, armor never 
completely disappeared from war- 
fare. Helmets and breastplates were 
worn even in this country up through 
the Civil War. Several famous 
American officers wore some sort of 
armor during the Revolutionary War 
and the corselet worn by the redoubt- 
able John Paul Jones may be seen 
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today in the U.S. Naval Academy 
Museum at Annapolis. Mounted 
troops in Europe, notably the French, 
wore cuirass and helmet up through 
the early months of World War I. 
Drab colored cloth covers were used 
to cover the bright metal helmets 
worn by the French and German 
cuirassiers and the metal spiked 
leather helmets of the German infan- 
trymen, to provide less conspicuous 
targets for sharpshooters. 

Modern armor, particularly _hel- 
mets, came back into its own in 
World War I. Interest in the devel- 
opment of armor has been on the in- 
crease ever since. Studies of mod- 
ern warfare casualty figures reveal 
that, although the greatest number 
of wounds occur in the extremities 
of the body. fully 90 percent of all 
deaths result from wounds in the 
head, chest and abdomen, The need 
for a good helmet and for adequate 
body armor for the modern fighting 
man is obvious! 

The French were the first to use 
the helmet as a protective device in 
trench warfare. Early in World War 
I, French general Adrian, an inven- 
tor of some note, while talking to a 
wounded enlisted man discovered that 
the man had been wounded and not 
killed because he was wearing a 
metal mess bow] on his head under 
his cap. This deflected the shrapnel 
balls which ordinarily would have 
killed him. General Adrian experi- 
mented with a metal skull cap, even- 





tually developing a bowl shape item 
of soft steel. This was designed to 
be worn inside the cloth uniform 
cap, with the rim resting inside the 
sweat band. Some 700,000 of these 
were issued and their use resulted 
in a marked reduction in casualties. 

Within a few months this metal 
skull cap was replaced by the trench 
helmet which has been familiarly as- 
sociated with the French fighting 
man to this day. In design this hel- 
met is basically a bowl shape metal 
cap, with a small crest along the 
median axis, and turned down brim. 
Not nearly as effective a protective 
device as other modern helmets, it 
is light (weighing approximately 1 
pound, 11 ounces) and is the most 
artistic looking of them all. In this 
latter connection it is important to 
note that the appearance of a helmet 
has a decided effect upon the wear- 
er’s morale. The better he likes his 
helmet the less likely he is to throw 
it away when he is tired and the 
helmet gets heavy. The French tried 
several helmets which were much bet- 
ter ballistically but which were not 
nearly as much as a badge, adding 
nothing to the military appearance 
of the wearer. Consequently, the poi- 
lu preferred the helmet he was al- 
ready wearing. 

Early in World War I the Brit- 
ish adopted a basin shape helmet 
which was to become the trade mark 
of the “Tommy” in both World Wars

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and in Korea. Quickly dubbed the 
“tin hat,” it was simple in design, 
fairly light in weight (2 pounds, 3 
ounces) and could be easily and 
economically manufactured, Although 
so shallow that it does not cover 
nearly as much of the head as 
other helmets, it is a good item bal- 
listically. It was quickly accepted 
by the fighting men as a badge of 
combat troops. 

When the United States entered 
World War I, we had no _ helmet 
available. A committee was appoint- 
ed to do something about it. This 
committee recommended the adop- 
tion of the British helmet as an in- 
terim item until such time as we 
could get around to developing a 
suitable helmet of our own (which 
we never did during World War I). 
The fact that the British helmet 
was easy to manufacture, as well as 
the fact that the British were will- 
ing to make 400,000 immediately 
available to us, had much to do with 
the decision. Although this British 
“tin hat” was worn by American 
troops throughout World War I, as 
well as during the early months of 
World War II, several attempts 
were made in the meantime to de- 
velop a helmet of our own. 


A variety of helmet designs were 
tried. these ranging all the way from 
an odd “Liberty Bell” model with a 
broad conical dome to a job which 
completely covered the head in the 
manner of a 15th century armet. At- 
tempts were also made to develop 
a steel aviator’s helmet. Of all the 
helmets devised in this country dur- 
ing the First World War, one desig- 
nated Type 5A was the most promis- 
ing. It was a decided improvement 
over anything then being used by 
the Allies. Among other things it 
gave more protection to the ears, the 
sides of the head, the forehead and 
the neck. After a short trial by 
some of the troops of the American 
Expeditionary Forces, it was rejec- 
ted by higher authorities because it 
was reported that it did not give 
enough protection from the sun and 
rain. It was also thought that it 
looked too much like the German 
steel helmet. 


As far as protection is concerned, 
the German steel helmet was by 
far the best helmet of World War I. 
This so-called coal scuttle helmet

weighed approximately 2 pounds, 7 
ounces. Its shape was not as ar- 
tistically pleasing as the Allied num- 
bers. However, it did cover the head 
to a depth more than two inches - 
greater than the “tin hat” worn by 
the Americans and the British. 


Attempts were also made during 
World War I to develop protective 
devices for the face and eyes, and 
to develop armor for the body and 
for the arms and legs. Face and eye 
protectors were usually some form of 
curtain of loosely linked chain hang- 
ing down in front of the face; metal 
gogles with vision slits, or heavy 
curved metal plates resting on the 
chest and extending up to just below 
eye level,

Lincoln Letters Theme 
Has Not Been Exhausted

One of the country’s leading 
dealers in historical Americana, 
King V. Hostick has a special 
interest in Lincoln documents 
because Springfield, IIll., is one 
of his homes (‘Chicago is the 
other). His opinion is that in his 
lifetime he has bought and sold 
as many Lincoln manuscript 
items as has any other dealer. 








At least two attempts since the 
death of Abraham Lincoln have been 
made to collect and edit all of his 
writings. Along with these two 
monumental efforts, several other 
minor collections also have been pub- 
lished. 

“The edition of Abraham Lincoln’s 
Works collected by Mr. John G. Nico- 
lay and Col. John Hay must ever be 
regarded by students as the only 
complete, the only authorized, and 
the only standard collection.” Thus 
read the opening paragraph of the 
prospectus for The Complete Works 
of Abraham Lincoln, edited by John 
G. Nicolay and John Hay and pub- 
lished in 1905. It continued: 

The eleven years which have 
elapsed since the first edition of this 
work was issued ,have but served 
to augment the honor, esteem and 
love in which the people of America 
have ever held the Great War Pres- 
ident, . .. 

Now, however, the field has been 
well worked. Few, if any, items of 
importance. can be any longer hid- 
den. This, therefore, seems to be 
the appropriate time to gather and 
add them to the work of the orig- 
inal editors, which is thus rounded 
out and made a complete and defini- 
tive collection. 

The greatly expanded 1905 twelve- 
volume work was the end result of 
the publication of 1894 by Nicolay 
and Hay. It seems needless to point 
out that, since their 1905 work was 
so greatly expanded, their first pub- 
lication was far from being as com- 
plete as it might have been. 

Subsequent to the Nicolay and Hay 
set, which actually appeared in 
variant editions, several different at- 
tempts were made to add to the 
Lincoln writings picture. Probably 


one of the best publicized was the 
appendix to Miss Ida Tarbell’s The 


Life of Abraham Lincoln, which ap- 
peared in 1900. 

Uncollected Letters of Abraham 
Lincoln, by Gilbert A. Tracy, came 
out in 1917. Although not considered 
absolutely accurate in transcription, 
this presentation contained upward 
of three hundred new items of Lin- 
coln’s writings. 

In 1927 Brown University pub- 
lished a volume containing hitherto 
unrecorded Lincoln items in the 
Charles W. McLellan Collection at 
that university. 

New Letters and Papers of Lin- 
coln was published by Paul M. Angle 
in 1930 while he was secretary of the 
Abraham Lincoln Association in 
Springfield, and in 1931 Emanuel 
Hertz brought out his Abraham Lin- 
coln, a New Portrait. 

Rufus Rockwell Wilson assembled 
his Uncollected Works of Abraham 
Lincoln and published a volume in 
1947 and a second volume in 1948. 
His intention was to incorporate all 
items not included in Nicolay and 
Hay. Wilson’s compilation did not 
include Lincoln items dated after 
1852, 

Strictly speaking relatively few 
items were unearthed considering 
the effort it surely must have taken 
to bring out all these volumes. Cer- 
tainly no “all inclusive” Lincoln proj- 
ects were attempted between the ear- 
ly years of the century and the an- 
nouncement by the Abraham Lincoln 
Association of its intention of such 
an undertaking. 

Formed originally as the Lincoln 
Centennial Association by a group 
of interested Springfield civic lead- 
ers, the Abraham Lincoln Associa- 
tion had a background of years spent 
in acquiring photostatic copies or 
typescripts of all known, as well as 
hitherto unknown, Lincoln letters 


“and holographic items. After com- 


pleting the compilation in 1952, the 
Association published its nine-vol- 
ume Works in 19538. 

In a promotional circular, issued 
in advance of the Association’s 
Works, appeared the following: 

After twenty-five years of prep- 
aration, the entire body of Lincoln’s 
writing has been assembled in The 
Collected Works of Abraham Lin- 
coln. .. . These nine volumes incor- 
porate virtually everything that Lin- 
coln left us. The editors estimate 


that The Collected Works contains 
ninety-nine per cent of all existing 
Lincoln material, and it is unlikely 
that more than a handful of items 
not included in this set will ever 
turn Up, ... 


The Collected Works of Abraham 
Lincoln includes 6,870 items, of 
which 3,312 have never before been 
published in any collection. Among 
these items are a great many impor- 
tant letters, memoranda, endorse- 
ments, and even a considerable num- 
ber of speeches not hitherto known. 

I certainly do not wish to quarrel 
with the claim of The Collected 
Works, but it is my opinion that 
there are today still many more un- 
found Lincoln letters and writings. 
That “one per cent” which the pro- 
motional circular allowed certainly 
will not be adequate. Based on the 
number of unpublished Lincoln let- 
ters I have handled and others of 
which I have a first-hand knowledge, 
I would estimate that at least two 
hundred such letters have “come to 
light” since the Collected Works was 
published. And more will continue to 
appear in the years ahead, 

In this two hundred, the largest 
group is that acquired by Brown 
University, numbering about 50 
items. Among those handled by my- 
self is a bill submitted to the estate 
of a Tazewell County farmer, Gide- 
on Hawley. On September 21, 1850, 
a grand jury had indicted Hawley 
on a charge of obstructing a road, 
presumably in Cincinnati Township, 
where he lived. This was one of sev- 
eral indictments the results of which 
are shown in Lincoln’s bill which 
reads: 


The Estate of Gideon Hawley, Decd. 
To Abraham Lincoln Dr. 


To services in the following cases, 
to wit. One indictment for obstruct- 
ing road, quashed at April term, of 
Tazewell Circuit court 1851—. One 
other indictment for obstructing road, 
tried & hung jury once, & after- 
wards dismissed, at Sept—term 1852. 
Three appeal cases from J. P. all for 
obstructing road, one tried & ver- 
dict against Hawley & afterwards 
all dismissed by the court on a law 
point— 
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Charge for all together $50.00 
Cr. by cash in Sept 1851. 20.00 
Balance due— 30.00

The other document is a letter 
to Jonathan K. Cooper of Peoria. On 
May 7, 1858, Cooper had written to 
Lincoln asking him to use whatever 
influence he might have with Gover- 
nor William H. Bissell in obtaining 
an appointment as prosecuting at- 
torney of the judicial circuit for 
George Phelps of Lewistown. Lincoln 
sent his letter on to the Governor 
with this endorsement: “I do not 
know Mr. Phelps; but I do know Mr. 
‘Cooper to be a good and true man.” 
Then he wrote the following letter to 
Cooper: 

Springfield, May 10, 1858. 
Jona K. Cooper, Esq. 

My Dear Sir 

Yours of the 7th on behalf of Geo. 
Phelps, Esq. for Prosecuting Atty. 
is received. I have previously had 
similar letters on behalf of two 
others for the same place— As I do 
not personally know Mr. Phelps, the 
best I can do for him, is to lay your 
letter before the Governor, with an 
indorsement of you, as a good and 
true man, which I shall most cheer- 
fully do. 

Yours as ever 
A, Lincoln 


The number of letters published 
by the Abraham Lincoln Association 
makes it obvious that Lincoln was a 
prolific letter writer. By now, more 
than seven thousand of his holo- 
graphic items are known to exist— 
from the earliest extant specimen of 
his writing, a youthful jingle in his 
cipher book, down to his last note 
penned on April 14, 1865. 

From any point of view, Abraham 
Lincoln drafted remarkably fine let-

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ters; despite his limited formal edu- 
cation, he wrote with a careful and 
methodical style, evident in both his 
handwriting and sentence structure. 
Even in early examples, the letters 
of his words are well shaped and 
evenly spaced. Above all, his sen- 
tences have a direct simplicity. 

His earliest known autograph is 
“Abraham Lincoln,” but he later 
adopted “A. Lincoln” as his pre- 
ferred signature. After reaching 
adulthood, seldom, if ever, did he 
sign correspondence with his full sig- 
nature, “Abraham Lmcoln.” Letters 
so signed are much rarer than those 
with the well-known signature. The 
full signature is usually found only 
on official state papers signed dur- 
ing his presidency. The reason for 
this is that the full signature of the 
Chief Executive is required by law 
on official government documents. On 
very rare occasions, and only to in- 
timate friends, he signed simply as 
“Lincoln.” 

Whether it be a public repository, 
with hundreds of known original 
writings of the Emancipator, or the 
collector, equally proud of an auto- 
graph album signature or check of 
Lincoln’s, the possessor of original 
holographic material is somehow 
closer to the Great American. The 
final curtain, however, is far from 
being lowered on the discovery stage 
for Lincoln letters and manuscripts, 
and on the elation and self-satisfac- 
tion which go with “making a new 
Lincoln find.”

mies and many battles were fought 
on Kansas soil. 

After the Civil War the railroads 
started expanding and by 1867, the 
Kansas Pacific was laid as far west 
as Abilene. The railroad connection 
to the East prompted the opening of 
the Chisholm Trail, from Abilene to 
Texas. Over the Chisholm Trail were 
driven the Texas long-horn cattle 
on their way to the Eastern markets. 

Abilene was the shipping point for 
the Texas cattle and for five years 
was considered the cattle capitol of 
the West. As the railroads moved 
westward, Ellsworth, Newton, Cald- 
well, Wichita, Hayes and Dodge Ci- 
ty all became cow towns, swarming 
with cowboys. 

Law officers were constantly busy 
keeping peace and order in the wild 
cow towns. The cowboy era of Kan- 
sas was one of excitement and ad- 
venture and at one time Dodge City 
was known as “The wickedest lit- 
tle city in America.” It was dur- 
ing this time that such men as Wy- 
att Earp, Bat Masterson, and Wild 
Bill Hickok appeared on the Kansas 
scene,

scientific thinking was demonstrated 
by the independent discovery in the 
New World of the use of zero, with 
its many applications in mathema- 
tics, notably the creation of accurate 
calendars. Numerous other major 
achievements and contributions fill 
out the chapter. 

Such random examples taken out 
of context do not in themselves give 
much information of course, but they 
indicate what readers of the volume 
have in store for them as general 
reading and as a source of reference.

Indian Art in America 


INDIAN ART IN AMERICA, Frederick 
J. Dockstader. New York Graphic So- 
ciety, Greenwich, Conn. 1961. 


Aesthetic enjoyment is one of the 
commonest and most praiseworthy 
of reasons for collecting. It is the 
pleasure of looking at the objects 
collected, be they‘stamps, coins, but- 
tons, or Indian relics, that is perhaps 
the major satisfaction in assembling 
a collection. So when one is pre- 
sented with the means of greatly 
increasing such enjoyment and doing 
so with the added advantages of 
augmented knowledge and guided 
good taste it would seem to be an 
event worth some excitement. Such 
is the case with the publication this 
year of “Indian Art in America,” by 
Frederick J. Dockstader, director of 
the Museum of the American Indian, 
Heye Foundation, in New York. 

It serves in two ways, both as an 
introduction to the art side of In- 
dian life as reflected in artifacts and 
as a handbook to identify such arti- 
facts. Combined with its _biblio- 
graphy it can be the means of en- 
riching the pleasures of collecting 
and expanding the enjoyment of 
looking at objects in collections, 


whether they be one’s own or an- 
other’s. 

It accomplishes its mission in two 
ways, by the skilful choice of pic- 
representing all 


tures the phases 


of Indian art and by a precisely writ- 
ten exposition of the nature of such 
art and how to enjoy it. 

Surprisingly enough all this is a 
bonus as it were, because the wealth 
of illustrations, 180 black and white 
and 70 color cuts, causes one to feel 
that he has purchased a magnificent 
picture book, which he has. But, 
as he goes through it, realization 
grows that there is something, to 
use a hackneyed phrase, “more than 
meets the eye.” For along with the 
pleasure of looking at pictures of 
outstanding objects of Indian art 
there is an increasing feeling of dis- 
covery. One is likely to exclaim to 
one’s self, “Why, I’ve never realized 
before the power and richness of the 
art of these people!’ 

Then, as if that were not enough, 
when one turns to reading the text 
he finds the same thing true in 
words, a clear and logical explana- 
tion of what Indian art is and what 
its role is in the realm of world- 
wide art. 

Dr. Dockstader begins by imme- 
diately pointing out why some per- 
sons have found themselves unable 
to see and enjoy Indian art. He 
reminds us that we try to do it 
by using rules applicable to Europ- 
ean art, observing that: “A majority 
of the rules taught in art apprecia- 
tion classes do not apply, indeed the 


common ground of aesthetics does 
not always hold, simply because the 
two art forms are inevitably judged 
from differing points of view.” 

To use a homely simile it is as if, 
having learned to open a door by 
pushing at it, one encounters a door 
that opens by pulling but insists on 
pushing as he has learned, at the 
same time wondering what’s the 
matter with the door and why he 
can’t open it. 

Once the reader realizes what his 
difficulty has been, this particular 
door opens and he is at ease in 
reading what lies beyond, a fas- 
cinating discussion in which Dr. 
Dockstader touches succinctly on 
each of the phases relative to In- 
dian art, its development and 
achievements, its creation of beauty 
beyond mere utility, expression of 
spirit with but beyond form, inclu- 
sion of emotions other than aesthe- 
tic, such as reverence for religion, 
respect for tribal ritual and tradi- 
tions, play of color vibrations and 
rhythm of designs, and so on, even 
such elements as ones intended to 
frighten a beholder or, the opposite, 
to tickle his risibles; elements one 
had not thought about seeing but is 
now eager to see by looking again at 
the pictures, or, what the author 
intends him to do, see by looking 
at the objects themselves as they

are displayed in museums, other col- 
lections, and, most personal, perhaps 
in his own collection. 

Even the character of the pictures 
is an “extra.” They were made in 
Holland, and there is a subtle and 
pleasing novelty in the results, a 
richness of color and newness of 
presentation that is a pleasure in 
itself. A less obvious but essential 
merit is that eye strain is entirely 
absent because of the completely 
skilful use of the camera by the 
photographers. 

In his choice of subjects Dr. Dock- 
stader covers not only the different 
media — stone, wood, _ basketry, 
weaving of textiles, ivory and slate 
carving, paint, quill work, etc. — 
but presents the various area types

of artifacts; Northwest Coast Indian, 
Eskimo, Plains, etc. 

A division is made into historic 
and prehistoric periods. The latter 
runs, naturally, to artifacts in stone, 
pottery, shell, and copper, which are 
relatively imperishable, but includes 
new and well photographed pictures 
of the some of the wooden artifacts 
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so fortunately recovered at the Key 
Marco site, which remind us of the 
probably vast body of perishable art 
that was destroyed by the elements 
before we could even know it existed. 

In this historic section he surprises 
those of us accustomed to thinking 
of Indian art as a thing of the past 
by including examples of the works 
of modern Indian artists which, while 
different from older forms, retain 
old time vigor and the Indian touch. 
This somehow relieves us with a 
feeling that our European invasion 
of North America has not entirely 
crushed and submerged the aesthe- 
tic spirits of those who, by virtue 
of many thousands of years of resi- 
dence, have a better claim to the 
title Americans than we do. 

Dr. Dockstader has not only pro- 
duced a book, he has taught a lesson, 
and done it in a most delightful way 
by giving us continuous and lasting 
pleasure while learning it and as- 
suring us future pleasure in using it.

INDIANS OF NORTH AMERICA 


INDIANS OF NORTH AMERICA, Har- 
old Driver. University of Chicago Press, 
Chicago, Ill. 1961. 


Collectors of Indian material who 
have been looking for a single vo- 
lume that covers Indian cultures of 
North America will find it in this 
book by Harold Driver, professor in 
the department of anthropology in 
Indiana University. 

The book devotes 668 pages with 
illustrations and maps to a com- 
prehensive comparative description 
and interpretation of native Ameri- 
can cultures at the high points of 
their histories. The organization is 
by subjects, such as_ horticulture, 
education, language, social and re- 
ligious aspects of subsistence, and 
the like, each section thus titled 
being subdivided by discussions of 
the subject in reference to each of 
the culture areas chosen by the au- 
thor. 

In the matter of the time in which 
the cultures are described Dr. Driver 
has had to consider different groups 
at different times because ethnolo- 
gists’ and historians’ records of some 
groups began and ended before other 
groups, particularly in the far West 
and North, were known at all. Thus 
the sixteenth century begins a period 
for the Aztecs and the nineteenth 
century holds the records of the 
latest encountered tribes. 

Dr. Driver has made the geograph- 
ical scope of his book the entire con- 
tinent from the Arctic to Panama, 
ignoring the common practice of di- 
viding between the Anglo and Latin 
sections of the continent. He states: 

“To describe Indians north of 


Mexico without reference to Mexico 
and Central America is almost as in- 
adequate as a botanical description 
of the branches and leaves of a tree 
without mention of the trunk and 
roots.” 


This simile is developed further 
by facts in the book which indicate 
not only a much more advanced and 
complex stage of civilization south 
of the Mexican border but some in- 
dication of its influence and diffusion 
northward. Agriculture has com- 
monly accompanied or created com- 
plexity and refinement in civilization 
nearly everywhere in the world and 
a single table in the book shows im- 
pressively the difference in advance 
between north and south in this dir- 
ection. It is a check-list of plants 
cultivated by North American In- 
dians. 

Of a total of 86 plants cultivated 
in the New World 79 were grown 
in Mexico or Central America, 17 
in the West Indies, 19 in the South- 
west, and only 9 in the eastern 
United States. Much of northern 
North America has no agriculture 
at all. 

Twelve of the subject chapters 
cover subjects which appeared in a 
previous book, “Comparative Studies 
of North American Indians,” by Dri- 
ver and William C. Massey, now of 
the University of Florida. Fourteen 
other chapters are new. A selection 
of 87 maps from the previous book 
also present graphically phases of 
Indian culture. 

The extent and interest of facts 
given in the course of the book are 
too great to summarize, so just some 
random selections will be cited. 

There were two origins of farm- 
ing in the New World, one for root 
crops and one for seed crops. The 
oldest period for the beginnings of 
farming discovered archeologically 
is 7000 to 5500 B. C. 

Indian food habits, like ours, 
tended to be fixed by habits rather 
than by consideration of nutritional 
values. 

Indian cooks created thousands of 
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recipes for preparing 1200 species 
of plants and some 800 of mam 
mals, birds, fishes, and invertebrates 
used for food. 

Almost all hunting was done by 
men and gathering of wild food 
plants by women. 

A majority of North American li- 
dians mixed other plants with their 
tobacco for smoking, chewing, sniff- 
ing, and drinking. 

Wines and beers were made in all 
sorts of ways from all sorts of 
plants. 

Every tribe of North American 
Indians had some form of dwelling, 
and everyone occupied a house at 
least part of the year. Multifamily 
dwellings were common. 

Most North American Indian men 
as well as women wore their hair 
full length. 

On the Plains and Prairies and in 
the East it was the practice to com- 
pel young men to slay an enemy and 
bring home his scalp before getting 
married or being accepted as adult 
citizens. 

Much Indian copper work was 
pounded out, particularly in the 
north, but small copper bells found 
in the Southwest are regarded by 
experts as having been cast by the 
lost wax method. 

Indian music consisted for the 
most part of songs lasting from 20 
seconds to three minutes. 

The Polar Eskimos were the only 
group that did not trade with other 
groups and thought they were the 
only people on earth when discovered 
by John Ross in 1818. 

The vast majority of North Am- 
erican Indians practiced that form 
of polygamy called polygyny, a 
combination of two or more wives 
and one husband. But the Iroquois 
were monogamous, and all an Iro- 
quois wife needed to de to get rid 
of a husband was to toss his personal 
effects out of the door of the long- 
house. 

Economic motives were at the back 
of most of the violence, raids, and 
wars that occurred in Indian life. 

Kwakiutl shamans had a full bag 
of tricks comparable to those of 
vaudeville magicians, but were care- 
ful to use them only in dim firelight 
at night when visual illusions were 
easy to put across. 

Indians of the Southeast “husque- 
nawed” their young men, as initia- 
tion to manhood status, so severely 
that some died while trying to go 
through the experience. 

In the Creek religion all wrongs, 
except murder, were forgiven once 
a year at the Green Corn Dance. 

In 1492 A.D. there were about 
2000 separate American Indian lan- 
guages, each mutually unintelligible 
with respect to every other. 

The book closes with a fascinating 
summary of the achievements of In- 
dians and of their contributions to 
the white man’s world after 1492. 
In achievement Indian art has of 
late begun to come into its own as one 
of the great art styles of the world. 
The quality of the Indian mind in

Kansas---The Centennial Year 


This year marks the centennial of 
the state of Kansas. On January 29, 
1861, Kansas was admitted to the 
Union as the 34th state. 

Much of the history of my great 
state, and many interesting and edu- 
cational facts are found on the post 
cards in my extensive collection. 

Kansas lies in the very heart of 
the nation. The geographical center 
of the United States and the geode- 
tic center of North America are both 
located in the state, Post cards are 
available of both places. 

An early survey placed the geo- 
graphical center in the Fort Riley 
military reservation. A monument 
was erected to mark this point and 
also honor the memory of Major E. 
A. Ogden, who selected the site of 
Fort Riley. 

A later survey changed the: geo- 
graphical center to near Lebanon, in 
Smith county, and a stone marker 
indicates “the point where a plane 
map of the nation would balance if 
it were of uniform thickness.” This 
marker is one of the state’s most 
popular tourist attractions. 

The geodetic center is on Meade’s 
ranch in Osborne county. It is the 
point of origin for all governmental 
mapping of North America. 

Collectors of State Cards will find 
that Kansas has, as its motto, “Ad 
Astra Per Aspera,” meaning “to the 
stars through difficulties.” Also that 
the state flower is the sunflower; the 
Western meadowlark, the state bird; 
the state tree, the cottonwood; and 
the American buffalp, the state ani- 
mal.

The natural 
rolling prairies, streams, and timber 
lands provided the Indians with a 
place to hunt, fish, grow their corn 
plots and gardens, and find shelter.

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the United States from France as a 
part of the Louisiana Purchase and 
so for the first time it became 
United States territory. Soon after 
Kansas became a territory, surveyors 
and explorers were sent into the 
new country to map and make re- 
ports for the government. 

It was during this time. 1804, when 
Lewis and Clark visited Kansas. Two 
years later Zebulon Pike made an 
extensive survey of the new land. 

By the early 1800’s Kansas was 
being used as a pathway for ex- 
plorers, soldiers, hunters, and traders 
crossing the country to reach the 
West. In 1821, William Becknell es- 
tablished a trade route, starting from 
Franklin, Mo., crossing more than 
400 miles of Kansas, and going on 
west to Santa Fe. This historic route 
was named the Santa Fe Trail. By 
1825 it had been surveyed and 
opened by the United States gov 
ernment, 

During the 1840’s other trails 
were cut through Kansas. The Ore- 
gon Trail made by the emigrants 
on their way to Oregon and the trail 
made by the Mormons on their jour- 


ney to Salt Lake. During the Cali- 
fornia gold rush of 1849, again Kan- 
sas was the path of gold seekers. 

The government was _ persuaded 
that travelers crossing Kansas need- 
ed protection against the Indians 
who saw that their homeland was 
being invaded, so military posts were 
established. The first post to be built 
was Fort Leavenworth, in 1827, on 
the Missouri river. Very quickly 
other forts were erected along the 
different trails. 

Throughout the duration of immi- 
gration and trade over the Santa Fe 
Trail it was defended by five forts. 
Fort Riley, established in 1853, be- 
came the starting point for expedi- 
tions sent out against the Indians. 
Fort Scott, erected in 1842 in East- 
ern Kansas, was the only fort that 
wasn’t built for Indian defense. It 
served as a half-way point on the 
old military road, 

Today only two of the old posts 
are still used by the government as 
active army installations. They are 
Fort Leavenworth and Fort Riley. 

On May 380, 1854, when President 
Pierce signed the Kansas-Nebraska

bill, Kansas became a territory, open 
ing the country for white settlement. 
In 1855, the first territorial capitol 
was built at Fort Riley but the cap- 
itol was only used five days when 
the legislature adjourned to Shaw- 
nee Methodist Mission near Kansas 
City. 

From the very beginning the new 
territorial legislature was confront- 
ed with the slavery question. For 
seven years Kansas was in the midst 
of violence, political battles, and 
border warfare, giving the territory 
the name “Bleeding Kansas.” 

It was during this time that the 
abolitionist John Brown entered the 
picture, He played an important part 
in the border warfare and in the 
operation of the underground rail- 
road. 

Almost immediately after Kansas 
was admitted to the Union in 1861, 
it was thrust into the Civil War. 
The new state furnished more than 
her quota of men for the Union ar-

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THE HUMMEL CHILDREN

No lover of art needs an intro- 
duction to the adorable “Hummel” 
figurines, which in the span of a 
few short years have become fam- 


ous and beloved the world over. The. 


result is that inferior likenesses are 
flooding the market and incidentally 
increasing the value of the genuine 
Hummel figurines. 

Few people out of the many who 
succumb to the charm of the life- 
like Hummel children know that 
their creator was a young woman, 
and a nun at that. In fairness to 
this great artist we want to mention 
here that she also created exquisite 
Madonnas and pictures of many 
saints and angels. 

Not all of us are financially in a 
position to become collectors of 
Hummel figurines, but anyone who 
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can afford post cards can afford 
to have a collection of Hummel cards. 
After all, drawings were the original 
medium of expression of Bertha 
Hummel, or as she was later called, 
Sister Maria Innocentia. 

In beauty of color and charm, 
Hummel cards can easily hold their 
place beside the more precious fig- 
urines. And the cost of a Hummel 
card need not exceed 10c or 15c 
each. 

Once a hobbiest has become ac- 
quainted with the inimitable Hummel 
style of drawing, he or she can 
easily detect Hummel post cards 
from among all others. Better card 
shops and book stores are an ex- 
cellent hunting ground for these 
cards. 

Strangely enough, as _ well-known 
as her “children” are, only a few 
newspapers carried the announce- 
ment of her passing in 1948, with 
a scant story of her life and art. 
Yet, her fame lingers on, in spite 
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of the fact that little has ever been 
published about her in any periodical 
or paper. 

Bertha Hummel, one of six chil- 
dren, was born May 21, 1909, in 
Bavaria, Germany, the daughter of 
a merchant. Incidentally, the name 
“Hummel” in German means bumble- 
bee, and Bertha Hummel used the 
bumble-bee in numerous drawings. 
Finally an illustration of a bumble-

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bee became the trade mark on all 
her little figurines. This clearly 
identifies them as genuine. 

Her inborn talent and love for 
color and drawing revealed itself 
even in early childhood. Every avail- 
able scrap of paper, and even her 
slate were used for drawing. 

It is interesting to note “that the 
first advertisers of her great talent 
were not grown folks, but her small 
girl friends. They begged her to 
draw for them in school and at play 
and then triumphantly took the little 
sketches home. 

After several years of schooling 
in an excellent girls’ finishing school, 
her parents brought her to Munich 
and, at the age of 18, enrolled her 
in the Academy of Fine Arts there. 
Munich, devoted to all, the Muses, 
left a ‘deep and lasting impression 
on her young and sensitive mind. 

But after a few years in that gay 
metropolis she decided to enter a 
convent of the Franciscan nuns. In 
1934 she took the veil under the 
name of Sister Maria Innocentia. 

Then began a new life. A life, in 
a way quiet and secluded, but, for 
a personality like Bertha Hummel, 
intensified in a beauty and cheer- 
fulness unknown outside of the con- 
vent walls. 

Encouraged by the understanding 
of her superiors, the activities of 
the Hummelchen (Little Bumble- 
bee) did not stop once the shelter 
of the cloister enfolded her. She con- 
tinued to draw. Later, she was com- 
plimented by the exquisite poetry of 
Margarete Seemann. It added to the 
whimsical charm of her “children.” 

The versatility of Sister Hummel’s 
art is astounding. She especially 
made the woes, worries, and joys of 
childhood her forte. 

You have only to see the picture 
of the little boy who is frightened by 
the appearance of a frog. You can 
read in the youngster’s face vol- 
umes of mixed fright and anger. 

There is the well known figure of 
the “Goose-girl,” or the little “Fid- 
dler” who seems to put his whole 


soul into his tiny violin. Or see the 
adorable little angel heralding the 
coming of the advent season. 

All the “Hummel-children” are 
alive, mischievous, whimsical, lov- 
able, with the quaint charm of their 
patched pants, droopy sox, and clum- 
sy little shoes, and the gawky braids 
of the girls. There are other out- 
standing traits in the Hummel draw- 
ings, the color, the sincerity of ex- 
pression, and the deep understanding 
of the childish mind. 

Maybe you have admired these 
pictures before on greeting cards or 
Christmas cards without realizing 
what they were, or the story behind 
them. 

It should be remembered that some 
of the work bears the signature of 
Bertha Hummel, showing it to be a 
creation before she took the vow. 
All her later work is signed “H.I. 
Hummel,” i.e. Sr. Maria Innocentia. 

Hummel post cards are all in the 
“Continental” size. The first cards 
were published by Emil Fink of 
Stuttgart. Most of them, however, 
are published by Josef Mueller of 
Munich, who bought the copyright 
for the remainder of the paintings. 
He continues to print them as var- 
ious types of greeting cards, as well 
as post cards and calendars. 

Of the calendars, two types can be 
found. One is approximately 8x10 
inches, with a picture suitable for 
framing. The other is slightly longer 
than the post card, with the ap- 
pendix consisting of the calendar. 
After the calendar is torn off, a 
lovely post card remains. 

These calendars are sold in better 
book stores. It is advisable to look 
for them, or leave your order, by 
October or November, as they are 
very much in demand around Christ- 
mas time. 

As I mentioned before, the collec- 
tor of Hummel post cards has an 
opportunity to accumulate quite a 
nice size collection. While many of 
these pictures are reproduced in the 
figurines, others: are available only 
in print. My own collection to date

numbers about 225 different cards 
from both of the above publishers. 

If this article has aroused your 
interest, why not go out and look 
for some of these treasures—just 
look for the Hummel signature, a 
plain little backhand German script, 
that, once remembered, will never be 
forgotten.

In our travels through our world 
of Miniaturia we have heard a 
great deal about the marvelous hob- 
by of Dr. H. D. Niblack of Denver, 
Colo. He has created, in his years, 
the House of Carvings which is an 
education in itself. 

We were so happy that during our 
trip south this past summer we were 
able to see this work on exhibit in 
East Tin Cup, Colo. “Doc” as every- 
one knows him, is now retired but is 
still planning and dreaming of fu- 
ture carvings. He has used the West- 
ern theme in most of his creations 
and many are along the line of his 
medical profession. 

The figures in most of the displays 
are about 14 to 16 inches in height, 
and realism is seen in each face. 
With his great talent he has given 
these characters of his amazing ex- 
pression. Many of his displays have 
a humorous twist which makes even 
the sourest of people laugh. Many 
of the larger exhibits are mechan- 
ized. 

With simple tools and gouges he 
has created thousands of different 
figures among which are many out- 
standing personalities. The one I 
most enjoyed was that of Will 
Rogers. He looks as if he were ready 
to tell one of his very famous yarns. 

Dr. Niblack has a vivid imagina- 
tion as he whittles away at a block 
of wood, and turns it into a life-like 
character or a perky little animal. 
He expresses a third dimension in 
wood which is proof of his creative 
mind and artistic ability. 

‘One can spend hours among these 
fascinating displays. They depict 
trading posts, barber shops, saloons, 
doctors’ and dentists’ offices, farms, 
ranches, circus rings, jury scenes, 
and many other interesting subjects. 
As can be seen from the pictures, 
even the tiniest details are carried 
out.

HERE’S HOW! 
Start Your Card Collection 


By FREIDA CLARK 


This article, reprinted by request, 
first appeared in the January, 1953, 
issue of HOBBIES. Since that time, 
the listing of card classifications has 
been considerably revised and ex- 
panded. The revised listing, for 
which we are indebted to Dorothy 
Powills, is used in the present ar- 
ticle. 

Playing card collecting is a fas- 
cinating hobby as the growing at- 
tention and interest, and the increase 
in the number of the collectors in- 
dicate, It is little wonder when one 
looks back into the early history 
and romance of playing cards, His- 
torians cannot agree on their origin. 

The Chinese claim the origin of 
playing cards about 1120 A.D. dur- 
ing the reign of Seun-ho, and that 
they were common by 11381 A.D. 

Some historians think the Hindus 
originated the cards at an earlier 
date, as they did the game of chess. 

William Chatto, one of the conser- 
vative writers, wrote in 1848 that 
“card playing was a very common 
amusement in Hindustan, and be- 
fore England ever saw a dice box 
many a main had been lost and 
won under a palm tree in Malacca 
by the half-naked Malays with wood- 
en and painted dice.” 

Rev. Ed S. Taylor in his book 
published 1865 claimed that the 
origin of playing cards was as mys- 
terious as the gypsy and believed 
them to be so associated that to learn 
the mystery of one would clear the 
mystery of the other. 

Maybe he was right—because who 
ever saw a gypsy without cards! 
Some think the gypsies introduced 
cards into Europe about the end of 
the 13th century. 

Other writers think they were 
brought in by the returning Crusad- 
ers. While still others think they 
were brought in from the Orient 
by the returning ships laden with 
silks and spices. 

Regardless of how they were 
brought in, we find them referred to 
in the annals of a burgh in Ger- 
many in 1361. 

Spain and Italy each claim to have 
been first to introduce playing cards 
to Europe. It is thought they were 
brought into France by a returning 
army from a forage into Spain—the 
soldiers being amused at the pic- 
tures, since there was no game suf- 
ficiently simple for them at that 
time. 

In all probability these cards were 
Tarots, since they seemingly were 
the first form of playing cards in 
Europe. France translated the Span- 
ish names for the pips into the same 
name which is still in use in all 


English-speaking countries today — 
the spades, 


hearts, diamonds, and 


clubs. England copied from the 
French, just as we later copied the 
English cards. 

There have always been at least 
three court cards. Some of the issues 
of the German style, which differs 
slightly, have had four court cards 
for each suit, the fourth being the 
servant, valet or Knight. 

The Spanish have never had a 
Queen, but the chivalrous French im- 
mediately added her. 

Tarot decks consisted of 78 cards. 
Twenty-one tarots, the Fou (the 
original “Joker”) making 22 cards 
plus those with the pips, which num- 
ber 56 — four court cards and 10 
numcral cards in each of four suits. 

German and Austrian decks have 
had from 82 to 52 cards in a deck. 


Starting a Collection 

Ofitimes a collector starts collect- 
ing playing cards because he has 
become interested in some unusual 
deck issued for some special event, 
such as the Century of Progress, or 
the New York World’s Fair, and be- 
gins noticing cards with a new in- 
terest. 

Since there were over 30 different 
designs and colors of the Century of 
Progress, many of them Souvenir 
decks, it is a challenge to a collector 
to secure them all, only 20 years 
after their issue. 

When one decides to start a col- 
lection it is best to become familiar 
with the various classifications of 
cards, 

Classification

EARLY ISSUES should not be 
sought by the novice collector, be- 
cause these issues are not the most 
interesting to one who has not stu- 
died them to understand the paper, 
inks, or dyes, and difference in meth- 
od of printing them which will tell 
much to a more experienced collec- 
tor. 

The 19th century issues have more 
appeal to the average collector, and 
those issued during the later half of 
the century usually have a design 
on the back rather than the solid 
white of the beginning of the cen- 
tury. 

Those of this century become very 
interesting after one has gotten over 
his first enthusiasm for the fancy 
backs with colorful design or pic- 
ture. 

TRANSFORMATION decks were 
not often issued but those that have 
been are most fascinating and beau- 
tiful—some very unique. France, 
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Germany, England, Denmark, and 
the U.S. have all issued them. 

This is a deck in which the pips 
form a part of the picture—general- 
ly the person or people in the pic- 
ture, or maybe panels in a door— 
they become a part of the picture. 
In another type the picture or view 
seems to be in the background of 
the pips. 

They are sometimes very comic and 
sometimes of a satirical nature. One 
of the most common and best known 
is the Vanity Fair deck, 1895. 

A few advertising decks have been 
issued as Transformations. What- 
ever type they are, it is always a 
delight to the collector to secure a 
Transformation deck and it invari- 
ably stimulates greater effort to lo- 
cate another one. 

SPECIAL ISSUES include vari- 
ous sub-topics such as: Souvenir, 
which means there is a different 
view of the state or area on the 
face of every card. Some of the most 
beautiful issues in color were of the 
Columbian Exposition—the World’s 
Fair of 1893, when several different 
Souvenir decks were issued with a 
different building of the Fair on the 
face of each card. 

The St. Louis World’s Fair had 
several issues, some of which were 
in color. The New York World’s Fair 
and the Century of Progress each 
had Souvenir issues but with the 
views on the face cards in black and 
white, They came in the narrow or 
bridge size only. 

Ireland and Australia have each 
issued Souvenir decks in the past 
few years. 

ROYALTY refers to the issues 
with portraits or crests of the rulers 
on the back of the card. These have 
been issued in most of the European 
countries, ~ 

Those of England are the best 
known, having been issued for each 
of the rulers since the coronation 
of Queen Victoria. There were many 
beautiful issues during the later half 
of her reign, and in some of the 
decks the court cards were the rulers 
who had served the longest period of 
time. These are hard to find but are 
beautiful items when they are found.

which are also Transformation decks. 
Most sought after by collectors are 
the Actress series. These can be 
found in .the listings of: Moore & 
Calvi, W. D. Kinney, P. Lorillard, 
and the Duke Series. 

Many collectors have started with 
the Single Card Backs and then be- 
come interested in decks after they 
have assembied a single card col- 
lection of about 10,000. Many col- 
lectors do this in their first year if 
they belong to a club where there is 
an exchange among members, just 
as the stamp people collect. 

A fair collection will contain about 
30,000 to 50,000 single card backs, 
though this number will increase 
each year because of the many cards 
being released continuously by the 
various card manufacturers. 

WIDE PICTORIALS are general- 
ly the next step for a Single Back 
‘Collector because they are interest- 
ing, colorful, and cover the period 
from about 1880 to 1928, when the 
narrow or bridge size card replaced 
the wide—often referred to as the 
“poker” size. 

This series appeals to both old 
and young, men and women. Many 
of the cards are very elusive and 
really difficult to secure. A collector 
should easily build a collection of 
these backs to 2,000 or 2,500. 

If souvenir issues are included it 
will reach a greater figure. However 
they really belong in their own group 
or class, which will probably reach 
800 to 1,000 from the various sub- 
jects. Some of the earlier pictorials 
do not have names, though some of 
the identical cards later appeared 
with a name, such as Good-night, 
Priscilla, Moon Fairy, Music Hath 
Charm, and many, many others. 

U.S. ISSUES, 20th century gener- 
ally include only the bridge size Pic- 
torials with other cards, since the 
Wide Pictorials are a collection in 
themselves and began well back into 
the later half of the 19th century. 
This may be decided by the individ- 
ual collector. 

The cards which followed the 
Wide Pictorials are referred to as 
Narrow Named Pictorials, and the 
Old Flower Series, issued by A. 
Dougherty from 1910 to 1920. There 
were only about 75 or 80 designs of 
colors in this series and they are 
lovely. 

Then the modern issues, after 
1930. The issues after 1930 are more 
popular with the single card col- 
lectors than with the deck collectors, 
except for Souvenir and other un- 
usual issues. The modern issues can 
be sub-divided into hundreds of class- 
es or groups and will probably num- 
ber 40,000. or 50,000 at this time. 

ADVERTISING can be a very in- 
teresting collection and covers the 
past 65 to 70 years, in both the 
wide and narrow size card, and many 
subjects, some of which were Tobac- 
co, Cigarettes, Beer and other liquors, 
Railroad—if one is not collecting 
Transportation as a special collec- 
tion it can be included with this 
Machinery and Equipment. Later 
there were many Hotels, Clubs, and 
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Restaurants issuing cards. 

Today one can find almost every 
subject in some way included in the 
advertising on playing cards. They 
may be U.S. only, or may include 
Foreign issues. 

TRANSPORTATION is an inter- 
esting class to collect, This includes 
railroads, steamships, and airlines, 
of which there were many, and rail- 
roads issued in the era of the wide 
cards as well as in recent years. 

There are many beautiful issues 
and designs which have been issued 
during the past 60 years. 

MINIATURE and PETITE cards 
make a nice collection as there were 
many of them. Some of the older 
ones, so small one handles them with 
tongs, are almost works of art when 
studied under a magnifying glass. 
(These referred to were issued in 
Switzerland). 

Cards used for the game of Pa- 
tience in France and other foreign 
countries vary from the very tiny 
to larger than our Toy Cards to be 
found in our card departments today. 

JOKERS, the extra card in the 
deck—form a _ nice collection and 
though we much prefer a deck com- 
plete with the Joker, we still call 
the deck complete without the Joker. 
A fairly large collection will con- 
tain at least 1,000 Jokers. 

GAME CARDS. This is one of the 
many classifications. The first Game 
Cards were made in Germany more 
than two centuries ago, so the col- 
lector has a large field in which to 
hunt and the variety is great. 

The games prior to the 20th cen- 
tury are very interesting and some 
of the cards most attractive as well 
as interesting. The fortune telling 
cards can be included in this, though 
they are almost a class in them- 
selves, 

Playing cards have been made in 
many materials, including the cards 
of the early North American In- 
dians made of human skin, as well 
as other skins. 

The bamboo sticks found in the 
excavations in China; lacquered 
cards, some of which are papier- 
mache of the Hundus and Persians; 
bone cards made by Napoleon’s pris- 
oners-of-war about 1800; aluminum 
souvenir cards made for the St. 
Louis World’s Fair; hand painted 
ivory cards, and various coated pa- 
per cards, plastic cards; and now 
nylon-coated cards. 


Condition of Cards 

‘Condition is very important, espe- 
cially in cards issued since 1880 in 
U.S. and 1860 in foreign countries. 
Of course the better condition the 
more desirable, even on a card made 
in the 1600’s, 

The Cincinnati Art Museum has 
fragments of cards made in the 16th 
century mounted, as do many of the 
museums in foreign countries. So do 
not discard an old ecard prior to 
1850 just because it has a broken or 
missing corner. 

A deck is still considered as a 
“complete” deck even with two or 
three cards missing when it is an

TOWNLEY Coat-of-Arms 





Arms: Argent a fesse sable, in 
chief three mullets of the same. 

Crest: On a perch or, a hawk 
close proper beaked and billed of the 
first. 

Motto: Tenez le vraye. 


This Townley Coat-of-Arms is reg- 
istered in the New England Historic 
Genealogical Society’s Roll of Arms 
for Col. Richard Townley of Little- 
ton Place, county Middlesex, Eng- 
land; and of Elizabeth, N. J., about 
1684. The Visitations of London 
(1687) gives the following blazon 
for the crest: “On a perch a hawk 
close” , . . no colors being indicated. 

Burke’s Dictionary of the Landed 
Gentry (Vol. 2, p. 1415) contains 
the lineage of Towneley of Towneley, 
and states: 

“The Rev. Doctor Thomas Dunham 
Whitaker, in his learned history of the 
parish of Whalley and honor of Clitheroe, 
has bestowed elaborate pains in tracing 
the origin of the distinguished family of 
Towneley, which, by a careful examin- 
ation of ancient charters, he has been 
enabled to deduce (and he confirms his 
statement by documentary evidence of 
authority) from Spartlingus, first dean 
of Whalley, living about the year 896, 
when Alfred reigned over England, whose 
son, Liwlphus Cutwholfe, dean of Whal- 
ley, was father of Cudwliphus, dean of 
Whalley, who was succeeded by his 
son Henricus, Sr., dean of Whalley... 
and continues on to Peter de Tunlay, or 
Towneley, the first who is known to 
have used the arms.”’ 


These arms are emblazoned above. 

A descendant, John Townley of 
Townley, married Isabel Sherburne. 
Their son, Nicholas, married in the 
county of Lancaster, Elizabeth Cath- 
erall/Catterall. 


Col. Richard Townley was the 8th ~ 


son of Nicholas Townley and _ his 
wife Elizabeth, daughter of Richard 
Catterall, Esq., and widow of Wil- 
liam Tempest of Broughton. He wa; 
born about 1654 and came to the 
Colonies with Francis, Lord Howard 
of Effingham, whose commission was 
dated September 28, 1683, and who 
succeeded Thomas, Lord Culpepper, 
as Royal Governor of Virginia. 

Richard Townley settled in Eliza- 
beth, N. J., where he married, raised 
his children, and was buried.

ities for he became colonel of mili- 
t.a; was one of the Privy Council of 
Deputy Governor Lord Campbell in 
1686; served as justice of the Court 
of ‘Common Rights; was an assem- 
blyman and presiding judge of the 
Quarter Session; and he founded St. 
John’s P, E. Church. 

In 1684 he married Elizabeth, the 
widow of Sir Philip Cartaret who 
was the first governor of the Prov- 
ince of New Jersey. Richard died 
intestate about 1708. Elizabeth’s will 
was drawn March 8, 1711-12, and 
proved duly 23, 1712. 

Effingham Townley, their eldest 
son and heir, married Sarah Evetts. 
Another son, Charles, was born in 
1686, and when he died September 2, 
1756, he was buried in St. John’s 
churchyard by the side of his wife 
Abigail. A daughter, Sarah, married 
John Chackmaple of New London, 
Conn, Effingham, Charles, and Sarah 
each left numerous issue. 

Col. Richard Townley was cousin 
to Jeremiah Townley of London, 
who was father of Margaret Fran- 
ces Townley who married Richard 
Chase and settled in Maryland. This 
Jeremiah Townley, who married 
Frances, daughtcr of Edward An- 
drews, was the son of Francis and 
Anne (Elborough) Townley. 

Margaret Frances Townley was 
married at St. Mary Magdalen 
Church, Old Fish Street, London, on 
November 1, 1714. She was buried 
January 23, 1741 in the ‘Church of 
Stoke Newington, co. Middlesex. Ac- 
cording to one genealogy, her por- 
trait and those of her sons, Richard 
and Jeremiah Chase, and some of 
her silver marked with the Townley 
arms and crest are in Annapolis, Md. 

Margaret Frances Townley mar- 
ried Richard Chase, of St. Andrews, 
Holbourn, son of Samuel and Catha- 
rine (Davis) Chase of St. Giles in 
the Fields. Richard Chase was born 
about 1692 and became a clergyman 
of the Church of England and emi- 
grated to Maryland where he served 
as Chaplain to Lord Baltimore. 

Richard Chase was rector of West- 
minster parish, Anne Arundel Coun- 
ty, Md., in 1734; in 1735-36 he was 
rector of All Hallows Parish, same 
county. He resigned in May, 1737, 
and in 1738 he was in England. In 
1739 he was again in Maryland 


where he served as rector of ‘Christ 
Church, Calvert County, Md. He died 
intestate in Charles County, Md., in 
1742. 

Richard Chase, Jr. married Mar- 
tha Strudwick about 1742. His will 
was proved December 23, 1757. Jere- 
miah Chase was a colonial judge, and 
when he died intestate in 1755 his 
widow, Judith (Dent) Townley 
served as administratrix. 

Usher’s Lawrence-Townley  Es- 
tate (1883), Hill’s Lawrence-Town- 
ley Estate (1888), and the Thomas 
Book by L. B. Thomas (1896) all 
make jnteresting reading. The first 
book reveals tremendous excitement 
and hope for unclaimed funds wait- 
ing in England to be picked up by 
American heirs. 

Family meetings were held and 
everyone scrambled around gather- 
ing proof of descent, and, to help 
finance legal negotiations, ““Lawrence 
script” was sold as a first lien on 
the vast estate of untold millions 
waiting to be collected. 

Later, after the bubble had burst, 
the hind-sight experts took over and 
we find newspaper clippings pasted 
in the book that are dated 1885. 
These articles poke fun at the hyste- 
ria created by the thought of so 
much wealth, and point out the 
statute of limitations, and the fact 
that the Townleys of Townley never 
lacked direct male heirs until 1879. 
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But this was the era of inheri- 
tance swindles. Not only were the 
Lawrence and Townley families 
“taken,” but also the Hedges, Brad- 
ford, Hyde, Horn—and many other 
families. 


INTERPRETATION 


Transiated into non-Heraldic 
terms: A_ silver (argent) shield 
charged across the center with a 
black (sable) band (fesse) one-third 
the width of the shield. In the up- 
per third of the shield (in chief) are 
three five-pointed stars (mullets) 
“of the same” color as the one last 
mentioned (sable). The crest is a 
hawk of natural color, standing on 
a gold (or) perch with his wings 
flat against his body (close). ‘‘Beaked 
and billed” indicates the claws and 
bill of the hawk are gold (“of the 
first” color named). 

Fairbairn’s Book of Crests ascribes 
the motto: “Tenez le vraye” to the 
Towneley/Townley families. It is 
translated; “Keep the truth.” 

The fesse is one of the nine so- 
called Honourable Ordinaries, 
straight-sided figures cne-third the 
width of the shield, first symbols 
used to identify men encased in ar- 
mour. The fesse, a horizontal band 
across the center of the shield, rep- 
resents the military girdle cf honour. 

Guillim, an authority on the inter- 
pretation of heraldic symbols, holds 
that the mullet denotes some Divine 
quality bestowed from above, where- 
by men shine in virtue, learning, and 
works of piety like bright stars on 
the earth. 

The hawk signifies one eager or 
hot in the pursuit of an object much 
desired. Guillim says the bearing of 
a hawk seated on its “rest” may sig- 
nify one who is ready and service- 
able for high affairs, though he lives 
at rest.

Silver signifies sincerity 
and peace; sable, the fur lining of 
royal robes, constancy, and _ nobil- 
ity; and gold, generosity and eleva- 
tion of mind. 

A Coat-of-Arms is not considered 
complete without being decorated 
with the mantling and helmet, which 
the men wore in medieval times. The 
mantling was a large scarf of heavy 
cloth or leather thrown over the hel- 
met to protect the neck from the 
heat of the sun, the armour from 
rust, and to foil the enemy’s sword. 

When Coats-of-Arms became pop- 
ular as decorations in the home, 
there were certain rules adopted for 
their use. One was the conventional- 
izing of the torn mantling which the 
heroes of the day were proud to 
show when they returned from a con- 
flict. 

In a hand-painting, wood carving, 
or other reproduction, these man- 
tlings must have the main color of 
the Coat-ofArms on the outside, and 
the main metal for the lining. In 
this case, the mantling would be 
black lined with silver. 

There must also be a wreath of 
the colors holding the mantling on to 
the helmet, six strands showing, the 
first of the metal, second of the col- 
or, and then alternating. Upon this

six-stranded wreath the crest rests.

sea-shell popularly 
known as “The Sacred Chank” 
first came to my attention some 
years ago when my wife and I were 
staying in Ceylon. There we received 
an invitation from an Indian friend 
to visit Travancore where she en- 
tertained us and arranged for us 
an audience with the Maharani and 
Maharajah of Travencore. 

It was then that we discovered 
that this unusual sea-shell is por- 
trayed on the official crest of the 
South India State. This added special 
interest to our visit to the towering 
temple where the _ silver-chased 
“Chank” is used in religious cere- 
monies. 

There are a few sea-shells which 
human beings have selected from the 
hundreds of thousands for special 
attention or use. From time to time, 
in this column, I plan to tell the 
story of some of these remarkable 
shells. 

One of them is certainly this ‘“Sa- 
cred Chank” (Xancus pyrum L.) 
which is taken today by divers off 
the coast of India and Ceylon. This 
shell has been raised by Hindus to 
the status of a symbol, even deified, 
and for centuries has been an object 
of veneration and worship. 

The reasons for this do not lie in 
the characteristics of the shell itself 
but rather in the story of the shell 
as found in the Hindu scriptures. 
This is one of the tales about the 
God Vishnu, second person of the 
Hindu trinity. 

Vishnu had the special power of 
changing himself into any form he 
chose, perhaps a fish, a bird, or a 
lion. When the sacred scriptures 
were stolen by the Chank, Vishnu 
became a fish, chased the Chank and 
recovered the books. 

The shell itself is of noble form, 
very thick and heavy, mature shells 
being about five to eight inches in 
length. The body whorl is globular 
and the canal graceful. 

Its internal parts are so curved 
that it is cut up and made into 
bracelets used by the women of Ben- 
gal as jewelry. The whole shell is 
used as a trumpet in religious cere- 
monies, often being decorated with 
brass mountings. 

Left handed chanks, with the open- 
ing to the left instead of to the 
right. are rare. These may be chased 
in silver, and used in temple wor- 
ship. 

For some years this magnificent 
shell has not been coming into this 
country. So it has seldom been avail- 
able to collectors, although we have 
had one which came from an older 
collection, 

Recently, however. my wife re- 
ceived a number of them from a 
friend in Ceylon. and a promise of 
some more in the near future, as 
soon as the ants eat out the flesh 
of the fresh-caught shells! Many 
collectors want to have a specimen 
because it is so famous. 

In fact a whole book has_ been 
written about it, “The Sacred Chank 
of India” by James Hornell. This 
Madras Fisheries Bulletin 7 (1914) 
is unfortunately out of print, al- 
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though a copy is to be found in the 
Library of the American Museum of 
Natural History in New York. 

In this book, if I remember cor- 
rectly, is found the following prayer 
to the Sacred Chank. Novel to us, in 
form and content, it may make us 
wonder that a humble sea-shell could 
be set apart by people and raised to 
such a height in their estimation. 

“At the mouth of this shell is 
the God of the Moon, on its sides 
is Varuna, on its back Prajapait, 
and on its apex the Ganges, the 
Sarasvati, and all the other sacred 
rivers of the three worlds in which 
they make ablutions according to 
the command of Vasudeva. In this 
Chank is the Chief if the Brahmans. 
This is why we worship the Sacred 
Chank. 

“Glory to thee, sacred shell, bless- 
ed by all the gods, born in the sea, 
and formerly held by Vishnu in his 
hand. We adore the Sacred Chank, 
and meditate upon it. May we be 
filled with joy! I offer everything 
needful for worship—perfumes, rice, 
and flowers.”
